Ouagadougou L'OBSERVATEUR in French 7 Jen 80 pp &,9

(Text) .. . the well-known "Dossier" devoted to Upper Volta by the Ivorian 
daily FRATFRNITE MATIN, on pege 25 of its 19 December issue. Here is what 
the newspaper has to say about our country: 


“Upper Volta is probably one of the most underprivileged countries in the 
world. Millions of miserable peasants must eke out a living from the 
nfertile and drought-stricken brush. They live in little huts fashioned 
from home-made khaki-colored bricks, with cone-shaped thatched roofs 
blackened by smoke from the stoves. 


"In Ouagadougou, the stifling and dusty capital of this land-locked West 
African ration, thousands of people are huddled together in primitive 
dwellings. 


"The government, assisted by many industrialized countries throughout the 
world and by the UN specialized agencies, is no less determined to grapple 
with Upper Volta's problems, but the road will be a long one. 


“with the exception of manganese in the inaccessible northern part of the 
country, Upper Volta has no natural resources. And nature has been extremely 
parsimonious with water reserves. ‘Against those odds, there isn't much 

that can be done,' said the representative of one American aid agency. 


"4 French official estimated the foreign aid received by Upper Volta at 35 
billion CFA francs, while the country's own national budget is 30 billion 
CPA [African Financial Community] francs. The economic foundations are 
very fragile. Upper Volta imports more than double what she exports, and 
the annual trade deficit is equal to the national budget. 


"The illiteracy rate is still 90 percent in the cities, and it is 98 percent 
.n rural areas. Scarcely 13 percent of the children g> to school. 











"The Voltan population--a little over 5.5 million peole-- suffers from a 

host of diseases; malaria, leprosy, onchocerciasis volvulus (river blindness), 
diarrhea, and a great number of other illnesses. About 66 percent of the 

rural inhabitants also suffer from malnutrition. 








“According to Francisco Marin-Samos, representative of the WO, 34 percent 
of the babies die at birth, and 19 percent of those who survive die during 
their first year. The country has only two hospitals. 


Food Shortage 
"la the overpopulated and arid region to the north of Ouagadougou, the 
Mossi Plateau, the peasants demand more from the earth than it can offer. 
The trees are disappearing--used for firewood--and this makes the condition 
of the soil even worse. 





"According to a representative of AIDF [sic] 'There are five times too 
many people living on this land.' As if all of these evils weren't enourh, 
nature dealt Upper Volta ar even more severe blow at the beginning of the 
present decade. Like the otner countries in the Sahel region, she was the 
victim of a three-year drought. The nation's only means of subsistence 

was foreign aid. 


"This year, however, nature has been more merciful, and rainfall has been 
abundant. The peasants are encouraged by a more promising outlook. 


Shortage 


"Just the same, there is still a food shortage. This year Upper Volta is 
receiving 26,000 tons of foodstuffs which are being sent by western donors 
and the UN world program. In this regard, the Voltan government has asked 
for 100,000 tons of assistance which appears excessive in the eyes of the 


donors. 

"Tne aid is coming from Western Burope and the United States. In particular 
there is a plan for planting 1.9 million trees this year, mainly eucalyptus 
trees. 


"Besides this, a UN project will make it possible to eradicate oncho- 
cerciasis by attacking the larva responsible for this disease. The 

peasants who lived along the rivers where this terrible disease is wide- 
spread were resettled in other regions. There is also an expansion of medical 
services into the rural areas and at Bobo Dioulasso, the second largest 

city. But the government's means are still limited, There is also a 
shortage of qualified personnel. 


"A UN official complains that the government does not show enough interest 
in improving the lot of the poor and illiterate masses. He says that there 














is an elite waich each year becomes more and more privilered, while the poor 
become poorer, He adds that a platform is necessary. 


"Une UN project will be to educate the children in their native African 
languages instead of the usual French. 


"“Dvery year, aid from France to Upper Volta, her former colony, is set at 9 
billion CFA francs. 


"Por their part, the United States supplies about $10 million annually. 
Tne other larye donors are the LEC, the Federal Republic of Germany, and 
other Western luropean nations.” 


This unsigned document, titled "Finding Remedies for the Economic Crisis," 


seems to have caused 4 great deal of consternation among our compatriots 
living in Ivory Coast. 


In the view of an equally disastrous bulletin published in their country-- 
not to put too fine a point on the economic death certificate--it must be 
confessed that there is good reason. The picture is so bleak that one might 
legitimately wonder whether such a nation still has the right to exist. 

f the author of the article had wanted to follow through with his idea, 
he would certainly have suggested, in the face of such abhorrence of the 
desolation, that Upper Volta again be broken up (as it was in 1932) and 
divided among neighboring countries. Fortunately, the situation is not so 
catastrophic as the documents in question would have us believe. Most of 
the figures given are false, or in any case, not up-to-date. Upper Volta 
nas an embassy at Abidjan, and Ouagadougou is within reach of a phone call. 
But FRATERNITE MATIN--which in this case is not being very fraternal-- 
preferred to refer to foreign sources, even to cliches, by nerlecting to 
state accurately the date on which the various diagnoses were presented. 


Rather than offer more prodigious statistics and data in comparison to the 
alarmist figures given by the newspaper, let us simply say that it is not 
the African way to make a show of her vealth, still less to make fun of 
other people's poverty, if, in fact, there is poverty. 


As for the fable that the people of Ouagadougou are living im primitive 
iwellings, it should be made known that we are far from the situation of 

‘ome African metropolises--and not the least important of these--where people 
are often reduced to carrying their personal belongings in their automobiles 
because the vehicles are also used as their sleeping quarters. 


Two conclusions must be drawn: 


i. That in their speeches our representatives must stop their outrageous 
harping on the so-called Voltan poverty if they do not want our country to 
be perpetually exposed to defamation and denigration. 


2. That exchanges of young people between Upper Volta and Ivory Coast 
should be increased just to permit both sides to obtain a more accurate 
idea of the respective realities in these two nations. Under the threat of 
seeing ideas which are accepted and others which are preconceived erect a 
screen of misunderstanding between the two peoples.

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LARGER AFRICAN ARMIES NOT ALWAYS EFFECTIVE 
Dakar AFRICA in French Feb 80 pp 37-41

[Text] The Third World now receives U. S. $24 billion in government aid a 
year but spends $55 billion to purchase arms. This laconic determination 
made by Claude Cheysson, European commissioner for development, is indica- 
tive of the economic burden represented by arms outlays for countries 
whose Gross National Productive is among the lowest in the world. 


For the African Continent alone the aggregate amount of military expendi- 
tures grew by 8 percent between 1968 and 1973 and by 15 percent between 
1973 and 1978. And in 1978-79, 34 countries south of the Sahara allocated 
more than $6.67 billion to national defense. This figure admittedly repre- 
sents less than half of the amount spent by Saudi Arabia ($14.18 billion) 
and less than one-third of French arms expenditures ($21.51 billion) but 
constitutes for these countries about 7 percent of their Gross National 
Product. 


However, since 1964 countries such as Gabon, Guinea, Zaire, Angola, Chad 
or the Central African Republic have had to call on foreign forces to 
survive and others saw their regimes crumble with the intervention of 
forces originating from outside without their national armies being able 
to check such intervention. 


What is the use, then, of African national armies and what do the 661,895 
troops now under the colors in Africa south of the Sahara and the 210,000 
paramilitary forces do? Why such outlays when che underdeveloped state of 
Africa is evident and when it is known that, according to UNESCO, the cost 
of one prototype bomber with its equipment is equivalent to the annual 
wages of 250,000 elementary school teachers, to 30 faculties of science 
with 1,000 students each, or to 75 hospitals equipped with 100 beds? 








Training of National Armies 


The early 1960's were marked by the accession to independence of numerous 
colonized countries which have had to outfit their national armies and 
endow themselves with autonomous defense capabilities. Admittedly, these 
armies have often served as a symbol of independence and made it possible 
to insure for young states domestic cohesion and prestige all the more 
difficult to secure as the lack of specialized cadres at the time of the 
establishment of the national armies placed a heavy burden on their insti- 
tutions. The modernization of arms thus became necessary, but the lack of 
sufficient industrial bases to produce these weapons autonomously has 
bliged these states to effect large purchases abroad. The African conti- 
nent has on its territory only very restricted capabilities for the produc- 
Lion of war materiel if one excepts South Africa, Egypt (aircraft, missiles), 
Gabon (ships), and Libya (aircraft). Finally, the aggravation of conflicts 
during the past decade has been reflected by an exceptional accumulation on 
the continent of the most sophisticated weapons, notably, supersonic planes 
and missiles: Mirage aircraft in Zaire, MiG-21's in Somalia, or SAM mis- 
siles in Algeria. 


Reduced Forces 


‘he forees of the African national armies are very unevenly distributed: 

niv two countries exceed 100,000: Ethiopia (221,600) and Nigeria (173,000) 
which however very sensibly reduced its land army personnel (160,000 in 1979 
us against 240,000 in 1971). South Africa, Sudan and Tanzania have sharply 
‘ncreased their forces during the past 10 years, These have risen respec- 
tively from 44,200 in 1971 to 63,250 in 1979 for South Africa, from 37,100 
in 1971 to 62,900 in 1979 for Sudan, and from 11,100 in 1971 to 51,700 in 
1979 for Tanzania. Nine armies have forces numbering between 10,000 and 
10,000 (Somalia, 46,500; Angola, 40,000; Mozambique, 24,000; Zimbabwe- 
Rhodesia, 21,500; Uganda, 21,000; Zaire, 20,500; Ghana, 20,000; Zambia, 
14,300; Kenya, 12,400). The other armies range from symbolic numbers like 
the Central African Republic's (1,200) to 9,450 for Mauritania. 


part from the two large countries, Ethiopia and Nigeria, one can thus 
easily see that the small numbers in the African armies do not allow them 
o insure the security of very extensive territories in the face of ex- 
ternal aggression. But how about armaments? 


jeeted-Up Armaments 


two international organizations have both recently published surveys on the 
growth of the armed forces on the African continent during the last decade 
and the amount of their major arms purchases. Involved are the Institute 
‘f Strategic Studies in London (Military Balance) and the Peace Research 
.nstitute of Stockholm (Yearbook). The first mentioned the importance of 
ajor arms shipments (tanks, aircraft, ships and missiles) of a high tech- 
ological level made in Africa since 1971. 








regards Africa south of the Sahara the report noted that South Africa, 
Cimbabwe-Rhodesia, Tanzania and Zambia are among the leading African coun- 
tries to have acquired sophisticated weapons. South Africa increased its 
defense outlays which rose from U. S$. $442 million to $2 billion in 1979, 
a 500 percent jump. It now has 3,760 tanks (Centurions, Comets, armored 
reconnaissance vehicles, armored vehicles) in addition to 430 cannons 
(including the 155 G-5's that it produces itself) and missiles (the AC SSII, 
Entac, Cactus, Crotale, and so on). In Zimbabwe-Rhodesia the pressures 
exerted on the country by the liberation movements have accelerated an im- 
pressive arms race: Defense expenditures have risen by 1700 percent during 
the period covered, Army personnel have increased sixfold and many special 
units have been formed. For antiguerrilla operations the armed forces have 
several armored transport vehicles available, 74 Coin aircraft, and 54 
helicopters. 


2,200 Cannons in Angola 


Zambia, Mozambique and Angola have similarly increased their arms expendi- 
tures sharply (more than 2,000 percent for Zambia). Mozambique can line 
up several hundred tanks and numerous artillery pieces (cannons, mortars). 
However, one finds in 1979 the disappearance of the MiG-21 aircraft which 
had been noted in 197’. Zambia, which had expanded its armed personnel 
threefold, increased its arms outlays by a factor of 20. An antiaircraft 
regiment was established, equipped with double-barreled 20-mm cannons and 
Rapier and Tigercat ground-to-air missiles. In addition, 25 [sic] combat 
aircraft have increased the equipment of the air force including 13 
Chinese-made MiGs and 13 Coin planes. Finally, the number of transport 
planes has risen eightfold, increasing to 4/7 aircraft. As for Angola, 

it increased the number of its heavy tanks which rose from 50 to 150 and, 
according to official statistics, its artillery can line up more than 
2,200 cannons, rocket-launchers, and missiles (A. C. Sagger). 








In the Horn of Africa the spectacular reinforcement of the Ethiopian armed 
forces has endowed that country with the largest African army. Ethiopia's 
stockpile of tanks rose from 70 to 600 and its armored vehicles from 50 to 
600 because of its receiving the equivalent of two Soviet armored divi- 
sions. The number of its guns (more than 500) reflects the installation 
of 30 artillery groups. Furthermore, its air force was equipped with 
MiG-21's and MiG-23's and its helicopters increased from 6 to 49, includ- 
ing 36 heavy units. 


As for the armies of Ethiopia's neighbors, Sudan and Kenya, their number 
of personnel and outlays have nearly doubled. Sudan's tanks have been 
modernized (160 of them) and the number of its armored vehicles has in- 
creased sharply (from 150 to 400). As for its artillery, it is made up 

of 318 cannons and 30 120-mm mortars. Finally, the Sudanese navy acquired 
eight vessels from Yugoslavia. On its part Kenya today has seven large 
patrol boats whereas its navy was nonexistent in 1971. It has also con- 
siderably strengthened its air force with its combat aircraft increasing 





from 6 to 21 planes. Too, it has 17 transport aircraft and 8 helicopters 
of which 6 are heavy units, 


In Nigeria 385 Billion CFA Francs for the Armed Forces in 1979 


In West Africa Nigeria in 1979 spent U. S. $1.75 billion, that is, seven 
times more than in 1971. It acquired armored cars for its army (160 ar- 
mored reconnaissance vehicles and 8 Saracen armored vehicles), corvettes 
and rapid patrol boats for its navy (22 units), as well as combat and 
transport planes (21 bombers and MiG's, 8 light support aircraft, 10 
transport aircraft, and 30 helicopters). 


Finally, Mauritania and Chad spent a large portion of their small budgets 
for the purchase of arms. In Mauritania, the number of motorized infantry 
battalions rose to 30 and its air force acquired 5 transport planes (total- 
ing 10) and 13 Coin light support aircraft. The situation in Chad is dif- 
ficult to evaluate and one notes especially an increase in its stockpile 

of helicopters which rose from one to 15. 


in a general way African countries are short of heavy artillery and combat 
aircraft. Of the 1,969 tanks available to the countries south of the 
Sahara, 1,475 are held by no more than four states: Ethiopia, Angola, 
Mozambique and South Africa. Fifteen countries do not own combat planes 
and 645 of these aircraft out of the total of 972 are held by six coun- 
tries: Ethiopia, Zaire, Zambia, Angola, Mozambique and South Africa. 

This is not to mention the lack of infrastructural facilities which, 


very often, coupled with the lack of spare parts, makes such materiel 
useless. 


As noted by the two organizations mentioned earlier, wherever conflicts 
have broken out on the African continent the states involved and their 
neighbors have had to increase the number of their personnel and their 
arims. Everywhere, too, military outlays have been made at the expense 
of development projects. But can one ask countries, some oi: which have 
achieved their independence at such a high cost, not to arm themselves 
iny more while they are daily the objects of designs which they have no 
means to contain? Today only an international agreement would seem to be 
able to limit these arms expenditures which are a windfall only for the 
arms merchants whose business has never been so flourishing.

FALTERING COFFEE ?RODUCTION, DIFFICULTIES REVIEWED 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANG UA in Portuguese 6 Jan 80 pp 1, 10 


[Excerpt] The possibility of technical assistance from the International 
Coffee Organization to Angola, for the purpose of reorganizing our coffee 
production, which has been undermined in recent years by a lack of special- 
ized resources, was mentioned a few days ago by the executive director of 
the OIC [International Coffee Organization], Alexandre Beltran, in an in- 
terview granted to Angola in Abidjan. 


That official remarked that the great decline in Angolan coffee production 
is of considerable concern to the OIC, an international association com- 
prised of the 43 countries in the world community which are engaged in cof- 
fee production. At the request of our country's authorities, the OIC would 
be willing to mobilize assistance from the other producing countries to has- 
ten the process of the recovery of coffee growing in Angola, both in the 
area of reorganizing plantations and in the general management of the in- 
dustry itself. 


As everyone is aware, Angola's coffee production has declined drastically in 
comparison with the previous production indexes. This is explained by the 
fact thic a complex crop is involved, necessarily mobilizing vast human and 
techr.cal resources which we lack at present. 


The present status of Angolan coffee growing is truly uisiurbing. To give 
an idea of the dimensions of the crisis, one need only recall that, in 1973, 
the national coffee production amounted to 250,000 tons of commercial cof- 
fee, whereas, during the last agricultural year, it did not exceed 22,000 
tons. This situation, which has become worse from one year to the next, 
indicates the unequivocal need for an extensive revision of the labor re- 
sources which must be made available to this important sector of industry. 


During recent years, coffee has been the second-ranking main support of the 
Angolan economy, and one of the greatest sources of foreign exchange for 

the People's Republic of Angola. However, the efforts made by the govern- 
ment sector to normalize its production have proven incapable of combating 














the problem, inasmuch as it will only be possible to restore this sector 
of industry to the 1973 indexes by means of highly qualified technicians. 


World Supply Balanced in 1980 


An excessive delay {n the productive recovery of the Angolan coffee growing 
sector could prove detrimental to our competition with the other producing 
countries. As everyone knows, coffee exports are subject to volumes stipu- 
lated in advance, based on certain limits set by the OIC, depending on the 
production margins of each country. The Brazilian crises (1975 and 1979), 
and that in Angola, caused a price hike on the internattfonal coffee market, 
owing to a remarkable imbalance between supply and demand, which served as 
an encouraging factor for small producing countries to take steps to in- 
crease their production. 


According to the executive director of the OIC, the international supply and 
demand for coffee should reach a balanced state in 1980, although this will 
depend largely on the sales policies of the producing countries and on the 
behavior of consumption during the next few months. He also claims that 

the recovery of Angolan coffee production is viewed by the OIC as a counter- 
part to the stability of prices of this product, because it would certainly 
constitute a balancing factor capable of gearing the supply to the demand, 
and hence the Internatioral Coffee Organization's interest in contributing 
to the ravid recovery of our coffee growing sector. 


One thing is certain: Something of great scope must be done immediately to 
make it possible to increase our coffee production quickly, a matter which 
not only affects tiie balance of prices on the international market but, in 
particular, constitutes a national economic necessity to which we cannot 
close our eyes.

LMPORTANCE OF PARTY IMPLANTATION IN FAPLA STRESSED

Excerpt] The activity of the First National Meeting of DEPPI's [Propaganda 
and Information Departments], which took place from 4 to 5 January in Luanda, 
concluded yesterday, with a ceremony chaired by Comrade Adao Manuel Rodriguez 
(Malo), national deputy director of the DEPPI for the information sector.

They also decided: “There is an urgent need for political and ideological 

self-improvement among the heads of the provincial DEPPI's, the cadres and 
other information workers. However, it has been noted that the provincial 
DEPPI's have not rendered assistance by sending reports and articles, and 
information concerning cultural, economic and social activity from the lo- 
cal area to the Combatant Angola Program and the Militant's Bulletin; and 

that, despite various difficulties, the Study Clubs have developed, gene- 

rally speaking, within the time limits set on a superior level." 


The participants in the First National Meeting of DEPPI's made the addition- 
al decision that “the Party's higher-ranking entities must exercise control 
over the obligation incumbent on members of the party who are not yet lite- 
rate to enroll as students of reading and writing in the literacy process 
that is under way," and that they must “use all possible means to send news 
to the central mass media, seeking, if possible the cooperation of the 

state agencies, or of the volunteer correspondents, where they exist." 

With regard to films, it was noted that several provinces have kept the

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DETAILS ON BANKING LAW--Luanda, 10 Feb--The Revolutionary Council (the highest 
organ of the Angolan government) has just promulgated a law on the structure 
and exercise of banking activity, in response to "the need to institute a 
strict system of control over the national economy, through the Plan, the 
Finance Ministry and the Bank." The law, published Saturday and signed by 
Eduardo dos Santos, president of the People's Republic of Angola, establishes 
the principles that will guide all activity by lending institutions under the 
Central Bank. Following are some of the functions of the Central Bank as 
enumerated in the document; to coordinate and supervise the lending insti- 
tutions; to guarantee the monopoly and the stability of the national 

currency, to organize and control the issuance of money and its withdrawal 
from circulation, and to represent the government in international monetary 
organizations. The document also defines the responsibilities of the lending 
institutions and their relationship to the state. "Credit institutions," 
says the document, "cannot hold shares or bonds in any economic unit or national 
or foreign organizations unless authorized by the Coun-il of Ministers." The 
specific duties of the lending institutions, which are a part of the state 
economic apparatus of the People's Republic of Angola, are to mobilize the 
monetary resources of the economic units, cooperatives, organizations and the 
public, to control the nation's foreign exchange budget and to exercise control 
over the formation and distribution of capital, through credit operations and 
the sound application of the financial resources.

FRANCE TO AID ECONOMIC RECOVERY PLAN

\Text] A recovery plan for the Central African economy, drafted jointly 
by the Central African and French governments, has been approved by Mr 
Raymond Barre, it was announced in Paris on Thursday, 7 February. 


The principal measures involve compliance with the budget drawn up in 
collaboration with the IMF, the reduction in the number of civil service 
personnel, the elimination of abusive tax or customs advantages, the 
preparation of debt settlement plans, control over committed expenditures, 
as well as the reorganization of government companies.

NATLONAL CREDIT REVIEWS MAIN ECONOMIC SECTORS 
Brazzaville LA SEMAINE AFRICAINE in French 31 Jan-6 Feb 80 p 10 


[Text] The National Credit Council met in regular session on 24 January 
1980 in the offices of the Bank of Central African States under the 
chairmanship of Finance Minister Henri Lopes. 


Following the adoption of the minutes of the 3 May 1979 meeting, the 
Council reviewed the 1978 report, covering a year which, worldwide, was 
characterized by a growth decline and increased inflation in the indus- 
tcialized countries and by difficulties of all kinds and low growth rate 
in the developing countries. On the situation of the Congo, the main 
subject of the report, the National Credit Council reviewed the main 
sectors of the national economy, that is, agriculture, forestry, mines and 
energy, industries and transportation as well as the monetary situation. 


Agriculture did not develop particularly well in 1978. However, coffee 

and cocoa production went up as compared to 1977. Palmettos also increased 
while rice dropped as compared to 1977. Animal husbandry advanced in 
overall terms. 


Lumber production increased slightly as compared to 1977 but fell short 
of the results achieved in 1974, 


For mines and energy, the year 1978 was characterized by an increase of 
26.7 percent compared to 1977, for petroleum production, while other 
minerals dropped considerably. 


Industrial activities kept pace on the whole and transportation generally 
revealed a rather uneven development. 


The balance of payments furthermore shows a smaller deficit than last year 
with 910 millions as against close to 4 billion. 


Looking at the monetary situation, the council found that it was marked in 
1978 by a slowdown in paper money circulation, a slight increase in scrip, 
and a noticeable advance in quasi-monetary assets.

[Text] Osman Saleh Sabbe, chairman of the Central Council of the Eritrean 
Liberation Front--the popular liberation forces--has appealed to the Arab 
States to support Sudan economically, politically and militarily against 
Ethiopian pressures aimed at expanding Soviet influence in the area and 

in its backing for the Eritrean revolution. He said that Sudan must be 
given aid no less than the aid being given to the countries of Arab 
steadfastness, because the problems in the Red Sea and Bab al-Manuab are 
no less serious than the danger of Israeli presence in the heart of the 
Arab world. 


Speaking to AL-ITTIHAD, Osman Saleh Sabbe appealed to all officials of 
the Central Council of the liberation front and the popular front to 
accept dialog among leaders of the three revolutionary factions with a 
view to uniting them, and to include a number of independent nationalist 
pe.sonalities in the leadership in order to achieve unity and understand- 
ing and overcome personal ambitions and hatreds. 


In his statement to AL-ITTIHAD the Central Council chairman said that if 
the Ethiopian colonialist plan, which began with the settlement of 
thousands of Ethiopian families in Massawa, Asab and Asmara after forcing 
the Eritreans to emigrate, succeeded, then the Arab world would be facing 
3 million Eritrean refugees, as happened in Palestine. He added: When we 
cite these facts we are drawing our brothers' attention to the antici- 
pated tragedy, so that we can avert it at the opportune time. 


Sabbe asserted that during his tour of the area he found response and 
understanding of the dangers threatening the area from the Horn of Africa 
and the Red Sea. The conflict in this area is now evident in the Soviet 
attempts to dominate the Horn of Africa, by solving the Eritrean problem 
in Ethiopia through the so-called "progressive solution," which means the 
unity of Marxists in both countries.

COOPERATION TALKS WITH FRG TO RESUME SHORTLY

[Text] Guinea-Bissau and the Federal Republic of Germany (FRG) will shortly 
resume their talks with a view to signing a bilateral agreement for tech- 
nical and scientific cooperation. 


These talks came to a standstill about a year ago because of the FRG's 
desire to include a clause on Berlin in the agrecment which Guinea-Bissau 
refused to accept. 


An official source in the Guinea-Bissau capital said that there is suffic- 
ient reason to expect an agreement to be reached. He refused, however, to 
comment on reports that this will necessitate concessions in both countries’ 
positions. Early in 1978, Guinea-Bissau also actually signed an agreement 
with the FRG, but immediately afterward terminated it, on the grounds that 
its representative had “inadequate power of attorney" in the act of closure. 


The FRG responded in turn by canceling a rice shipment when the ship which 
was conveying it was already on its way to Bissau. Early last year they 
resumed talks on the subject but came to no positive conclusion. 


The Guinea authorities have maintained that the sphere of a purely coopera- 
tive agreement should not be exceeded by commitments of a political nature 
such as, in their opinion, follow from the clause under discussion.

INTERNATIONAL FOOD ASSISTANCE--Bissau, 12 Feb--The food assistance received 
by Guinea-Bissau in the last 3 years has amounted to about $18 million, 
according to statistics of the local office of the FAO. The figure places 
Guinea-Bissau among the countries with the highest "per capita" food aid 
received from abroad during that period: about $22.50 for each of its 
800,000 inhabitants. Guinea-Bissau has managed to obtain enormous inter- 
national assistance, in which food plays only a part, not only because of 
its precarious economic situation but also as a result of its foreign policy. 
The largest food donor to Guinea-Bissau from 1977 to 1979 was Switzerland, 
with over $5.1 million, followed by Denmark ($2,845,000) and the EEC

IVORY COAST 


Cocoa is one of the pillars of the Ivorian economy and Ivory 
Coast is, for the moment, the world's leading cocoa producer. 


With this 


context a correspondent in Abidjan looks at the background, the strengths 
and the weaknesses of Abidjan's cocoa strategy. 


THE EVENTUAL success of Ivory Coast's 
withdrawal from the international cocoa 
market can only be assessed at the end of 
the season when the trends in market prices 
can be more clearly analysed. The 
immediate apprehension that was aroused 
by the announcement of restriction of sales 
in mid-October, a policy that is being 
continued with some private sales being 
permitted, has bee: dissipated to a large 
extent ' 

What worries the Ivorian officials much 
more, and there is little they can do about it, 
are the intentions of Brazil which will soon 
be overtaking Ivory Coast as the world’s 
leading cocoa producer and exporter 

The restriction of cocoa sales by the 
Caisse de Stabilisation et Soutiens aux 
Produits Agricoles, the national body which 
guarantees producer prices and which 
controls all sales, follows on the failure of the 
Ivorians to impose their own minimum 
selling price which originally stood at $1.81, 
almost double the current price, early last 
year. Earlier this year, cocoa producers 
agreed on a minimum price of £1,500 a 
tonne, considerably less than the 'vorian 
demand 

Much of the decision making in Ivorian 
commodity policies stems from President 
Houphouct Bony. From a Baoule planter 
family in the centre of the country he has 
always had a close feel for commodity 
politics. Furthermore, the current policies 
are a significant development for Ivory 


Coast. Until the 1970s when commodity 
prices shot up, President Houphouet 
Boigny had to fend off advice that he should 
adopt a more intensive industrial 
development policy. The increase in world 
prices five years ago certainly vindicated his 
position of reliance on coffee and cocoa 
Now he has moved on to the offensive 

The decision also stems from profoundly 
different, and often antagonistic, views of 
the concept of stabilisation. With cocoa 
accounting for some 40 per cent of its 
export earnings, and given the country’s 
Current attempts to manage a swelling debt 
service ratio, stabilisation in cocoa prices on 
the world markets means survival 

Ivory Coast was more prepared on the 
technical level for its withdrawal from the 
market than many people believed initially 
Problems of storage which many had 
thought would be a severe constraint on the 
application of the restrictions of sales 
appear to have been overcome, and the 
general view is that even with the coffee 
crop few reaching its peak harvest time, 
there will still be storage space. Last year 
lkory Coast expanded its storage facilities 
considerably 

By mid February, it was estimated hat 


cocoa deliveries amounted to about 
240.000 tonnes, and the total annual 
production should be around 305,000 


tonnes. Some 80.000 his been committed 





to the local processing industry as opposed 
to $0,000 tonnes last year. 

There are four main groups involved in 
processing, three of which have agreed with 
the government on a delivery policy. They 
are the Societe Africaine de Cacao, which is 
owned by the Gacao Barry Group of France 
and has an annual capacity of 40,000 
tonnes the government ow ned Industrie de 
Transformation des Produits Agricoles, 
with a capacity that has recently been 
increased to W000 tonnes, _ the 
Chocolaterie et Confiserne de Cote d'Ivoire, 
Chocod), jointly owned by the Cacao Barry 
Group and private Ivorian interests, with a 
capacity of 20,000 tonnes. Chocodi ts also 
the only company in Ivory Coast producing 
finished chocolate products 

Apart from commitments to these local 
industries, the government has sold 
unspecified quantities of cocoa and cocoa 
products in unofficial deals. [tis Known that 
7,000 tonnes was sold towards the end of 
January to the Soviet Union and approved 
by the Canse, at $1.60, well above the 
market price. However part of the deal 
included the sale of cocoa products at 
considerably less than market price. (The 
Carmse ts believed to have approved some 
60,000 tonnes of sales before the 
restrictions were introduced last autumn). 


Problems of quality 


If the government wants, most people are 
agreed, it could store considerable 
quantities until late into the year when the 
meat harvest begins The additional 
transport and storage requirements will 
make itacostly affair and it is felt that by the 
end of the season, the Ivory Coast will 
hquidate its stocks. At the best of times 
cocoa ts a difficult product to keep dry, and 
though the authorities have been lucky this 
year because of a lower level of humidity 
than the average, they have to face the 
increased hunndity of the April rains. 
Cocoacan normally stay dry, ifkept in good 
conditions up to four months. 

Given that one of the perennial problems 
with the Ivorian cocoa production, which 
the government s tackling at the moment, is 
the high proportion of average and low 
grade cocou beans. caused partly by 
madequete drying techniques, the current 
hold-up could well have a detrimental 
effect on the quality of the cocoa. Much to 
the chagrin of local industry, they have 


usually been obliged to use the poores 
quality stocks, especially when better grade 
bi ans are fetching in 1K reasingly lucrative 
for capa exchange 

Even if the cocoa prices five, as has been 
the tendency tthe last few weeks, and ifthe 
Lire preertin vis les nly lo set up the mow 
furnd as hus been suggested agai in the 
current producer meeting in Avera, the 
Iv rticen stiateyy stil) remus very 


vulnerable Presuming it still retains an 
important part of its harvest, the longer it 
Stays in storage, the greater the detenoration 
of quality. That alone will affect prices. 
However, the restrictions on sales occur ina 
market that is sufficiently small to be 
predictable. Hence if the Ivorians decide > 
unload their stocks, as seems likely, at the 
end of the season, it will be difficult to see 
how that will come as a surprise (unless it is 
arranged in a series of private deals) and 
how it will prevent a significant drop in the 
prices. 

The background to the current policies is 
one of expansion in production and 
therefore growing disquiet at the intentions 
of the Brazilians who are increasing their 
production atup to $0 percent annually and 
will soon be well ahead of the Ivory Coast. It 
has been noted in Abidjan that Brazil ts 
selling hard, and therefore putting 
considerable pressure on the Ivorians. This 
has encouraged the suggestion that the 
Bravilian ploy is aimed at bringing the 
Ivory Coast into the Bogota Group, the 
alliance of Latin American coffee 
producers. The Ivory Coast and other 
African producers have so far remained 
unconvinced of the benefits of joining the 
Latin Americans. 

Meanwhile, the government has raised 
the cocoa producer price from 250 CFA 
francs per kilo to 300. This is bound to have 
an effec’ on production. However, more 
impressive is the programme directed at 
expanding the area planted for cocoa. An 
incentive scheme has been introduced 
whereby the planters arc to get a subsidy of 
60,000 CF A francs for every hectare of new 
plantings. The subsidies, organised by 
SATMACI, an organisation under the 
auspices of the Ministry of Agriculture, is 
granted in two stages, the first when the 
planting has been completed, and the 
second a year later when authorities can 
check that the farmer has tended to his crop 
adequately. [tis estimated that over 32,000 
hectares have now been planted under the 
subsidy programme 
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In addition to this policy, there have been three other major programmes 
during the seventies, the first two financed by the World Bank and the 
third by the European Development Fund, to expand cocoa production. 


The first World Bank project, now about three-quarters completed, aimed at 
18,830 hectares of new plantings and 38,000 hectares to be rehabilitated. 
The second programme, begun in 1975 and already completed, had a target of 
26,500 tonnes of new plantings. The EDF project has exceeded expectations 
and has now been responsible for about 11,000 hectares of new plantings. 


Intensification of yield and improvement of quality are equally important 
factors in the future of the Ivory Coast's fortunes in the cocoa market. 


With only about one per 
cent of cultivation on a plantatio 1 basis and 
with most farms averaging between 2 to § 
hectares, there is an inclination at pi esent to 
extend industrial plantations. The te mpta- 
tion of the plantation programme is that it 
halves the period of production from 
planting. By traditional methods the period 
is seven years. It would also increase the 
yield to anything between one and one anda 
half tonnes per hectare. The current national 


hectare. 

In 1975/6 the area planted was 840,000 
hectares and the area harvested 498.000 
hectares. In 1978/9 the comparative areas 
were 920,000 hectares planted and 590,000 
harvested. [t will therefore be some time 
before the full consequence of the

Previous government projections have 
placed production in 1985/6 at 480,000

FOREIGN PRESS CIRCULATION IN COUNTRY REPORTED 
Over 1,260 Tons of Newspapers Per Year 
Abidjan FRATERNITE MATIN in French 22 Jan 80 pp 6-7 


[Text] "To my knowledge, no newspapers are banned from the Ivory Coast. We 
permit all the newspapers we want to come into the country. This is true to 
the point that a total of 750 publications arrive yearly by airplane and 
ship representing some 1,262 tons of newspapers," according to Mr Sismondi, 
director of EDIPRESSE (former Ivorian Hachette Agency), which handles the 
import of 99 percent of the newspapers and publications into the country.

who Reads What? 


Some 1,262 tons of newspapers represent a lot of ink and ccnsequently of news 
of all kinds consumed in the territory of the Ivory Coast! The cosmopolitanism 
prevailing in the country doubtless justifies this demand for foreign 
newspapers. Therefore it is interesting to note which newspapers are in 

tavor with Ivory Coast readers and which others have only an insignificant 
readership. 


the daily newspaper sector alone, about 6,500 copies of newspapers arrive 
by plane every day divided into 54 categories as follows: heading the list 
‘re the big French dailies beginning with LE MONDE, FRANCE-SOIR and LE 
FIGARO, which are joined by 20 regional French newspapers and as many dailies 
from other European countries: English, German, Italian, Swiss, Dutch and 
Selgian. The Lebanese press (AN NHAR) also holds a prominent position on 
the list. 


All of the news periodicals also arrive by plane. At the head of the list is 
PARIS-MATCH, "the shock of ideas, the weight of words" apparently suiting the 
tastes of Ivory Coast readers. 
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Publications with a Pan-African Orientation: Uncontrolled Readership 


There is a plethora of publications specializing in African news, the names 
of which are more or less well-known: periodicals are governed by a decree 
(No 673) dated 27 March 1963: "These prices are the sales prices for the 
public in France, as marked on each copy, in CFA [African Financial Community] 
francs and multiplied by 70. These prices are valid for all of the Ivory 
Coast," 


“is applies to newspapers imported by ship whose transportation costs are 
charged to the distributor. Thus, for instance, the magazine ELLE sold at 
6 French francs in France (300 CFA francs) sells for 420 CFA in the Ivory 
Coast. 


As for the "airborne press," it is necessary to add "the amount of the air 
freight paid" to the production of the multiplication operation. Air freight 
for the France-Ivory Coast run of 850 CFA francs is a large part of the 
price of imported newspapers: the sales price of a daily in France: 2 
French francs; imported price in the Ivory Coast: 140 CFA francs + 125 CFA 
francs air freignt = 265 CFA francs sales price in the Ivory Coast. 


Therefore, air freight represents about 50 percent of the sales prices of 
newspapers and news publications. 


We note in passing that certain newspapers, such as LE MONDE, interested in 
a foreign readership, charge a lower price for export (1.50 French francs 
instead of 2 French francs). 


A Costly Press? 


Is the foreign press really costly in the Ivory Coast? Newspapers which 
arrive by ship cannot be heavily taxed: 420 CFA francs for a newspaper sold 
for 300 CFA francs in France is not overmuch when we know that this news- 
paper has traveled 6,000 km and that it did not escape transit costs at 
departure and at arrival and delivery costs. 

The “airborne press," on the other hand, because of heavy air freight costs, 
reaches price levels too high to be accessible to an entire segment of the 
population. However, the "airborne press" continues to be relatively 
inexpensive in the Ivory Coast compared to other African countries.

Local Press Readership Controlled 
Abidjan FRATERNITE MATIN in French 22 Jan 80 p 7 
‘Text ] The national press is quite abundant and diverse. 


However, only FRATERNITE MATINE and IVOIRE DIMANCHE (ID) have a controlled 
readership, as this is scientifically estimated by the Ivorian Institute of 
Public Opinion which periodically conducts surveys of representive samples 
f§ the population. 


These surveys reveal that FRATERNITE MATIN, whose average circulation is 
60,630 copies (figures for the 1977 tiscal year affect 750,000 persons at 
one time or another, while the number of its daily readers totals 386,000. 
Compared to 1978, account taken of the growth of the population, FRATERNITE 
MATIN had an increase of 11 percent in its readership in 1979. 


Abidjan and its metropolitan area represent 58 percent of the readership of 
*RATERNITE MATIN (of which 39 percent are regular readers; i.e., they read 
he newspaper at least once a week). 
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For its part, IVOIRE DIMANCHE (ID) whose average circulation in 1979 was 
67,170 copies affects 550,000 readers per week. Abidjan and its metropolitan 
area represent 62 percent of the ID readership. 


Foreign Press Readership Uncontrolled

[Text] Im our Tuesday, 22 January, edition, we discussed the liberalism of 
the Ivory Coast in which all foreign newspapers enter freely. 


These foreign newspapers are principally the big dailies and the weekly 
publications of France, beginning with LE MONDE, FRANCE-SOIR and L'EQUIPE 
but also including PARIS-MATCH, LE POINT, L'EXPRESS, LE CANARD ENCHAINE, etc. 


However, there is another specialized foreign press in African news. Let 

us say that there is a plethora of publications with a Pan-African orientation, 
which tends to prove that the African continent, which is quite diversified 

in its political, economic and ideological characteristics, is eager to know 
itself better. 


This press with a Pan-African orientation includes all kinds of publications, 
which are more or less well-known: they are JEUNE AFRIQUE, DEMAIN L'AFRIQUE, 
AFRIQUE-SPORTS MAGAZINE, JEUX D'AFRIQUE, AWOURA, BINGO, ECHOS-MAGAZINE, 
AFRIQUE DENNI, AFRIQUE, AFRICA-DAKAR (Sengalese) and many others the distri- 
bution of which on the Ivorian market can go as high as 10,000 or even 15,000 
copies. 


However, what is the real readership of all these publications? In France, 
there is an institution, the Distribution Justification Office, which 
effectively controls newspapers sales, thus giving an exact measurement of 
their readership. On the other hand, in the Ivory Coast there is no organi- 
zation which exercises such control so that every newspaper announces 
approximate circulation figures, creating a prodigious readership for itself 
which is unverifiable! 


It is toward this readership that newspaper advertisers address themselves 

in their choice of media. Knowing that most of the big newspapers have 
advertising income much in excess of their income from the sale of newspapers 
(for example, for LE FIGARO advertising represents 70 percent of its income; 
for LE MONDE, 60 percent), we can better discern all the abuses of confidence 
utilized to “snag" advertising contracts. 


In the common interest, it would, therefore, be desirable for the Ivory Coast 
to establish readership control structures for this press which lives largely 
off the country's economic resources through newspaper ads.

POSSIBILITY OF MINISTERIAL RESHUFFLE REPORTED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 1 Feb 80 pp 1, 2 


(Article: - "Analyzing the Events of January 1980 in the RDM [Democratic 
Republic of Madagascar]: Are There Grounds for Rumors About a Ministerial 
Reshuffle?"] 


[Text] January 1980 has just come to an end. 


The first month of a new year, a year that starts a new decade, was dominated 
in Madagascar by the presence of President Didier Ratsiraka, who had to 
intervene on three occasions: once to extend his best wishes to the nation, 
then at the traditional reception for the public authorities, and finally 

at the time of the accreditation of three new ambassadors, 


On each occasion, the presidential statement surprised the public, often 
pleasantly so, but sometimes not. In any case it gave rise to an obvious 
interest. 


Let us look at the statements as a whole and in chronological order. 


The Difficulties 


The closing speech of the year was noteworthy for its honesty and realism. 
The tone was serious and was one often used for self-criticism. It did not 
shout its achievements irom the roof-tops, but on the contrary it admitted 
that difficulties existed, like the undermining tactics used by those who 
devote themselves to a new kiud of news called "parallel" news, so as not 
to mention the "pamphlets" by name, and which the president has justly 
condemned. 


For all that, the tone of the sneech and the atmosphere fostered by the 
pamphlets have revived specu! avout a reshuffling in the administration 
and in the Supreme Council of | vslution. A topic of conversation that 
kept coming up during the past ye. hut comes up now, at the beginning of 
1980, with great persistence, to the point of prompting echoes from Radio 
France (picked up in Antananarivo) and in LE MONDE, two organs that comment 
in their own way on an analysis by the local REUTER correspondent, 
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Yet neither the head of state nor his entourage let any feelings show with 
regard to this matter. Is there a rift within the government? Never mind 
all that. After all, what government in the world can boast that it is 
monolithic and without any cracks? The main thing for our country is that 
all officials, at whatever level they may be, agree upon the content of the 
Red Book, that is on the very foundation of the Malagasy Socialist Revolution. 
And if differences should exist as to the way it should be applied, they can 
always be troned out by discussing them. For example, the crisis within 

the national companies was resolved after two long sessions of self-criticism. 


The hypothesis of a reshuffling is ruled out for the time being, tndeed for 
several months to come, by the best informed observers. To a whole string 
of arguments on interior policy--which perhaps should not be brought up for 
fear of adding fuel to the fire--they speak of the current unfortunate state 
of international affairs, dominated by a resurgence of the cold war and by 
the offensive of imperialism that is going in all directions. As for the 
influence of Madagascar in the international arena, the popularity of the 
RDM was never as high, mainly with financial backers. This could be called 
into question again in case of a reshuffling, for that is generally considered 
a sign of instability. We will see whether the days, the weeks, or the 
months to come confirm or invalidate this analysis. 


Socialism and Religion 


Be that as it may, the "great shock" of January 1980 was not rumors about 

a reshu'fling, but the dazzling act performed by the president of the Republic 
when the public authorities extended their best wishes. On this occasion, 
the uncontested leader of the socialist revolution launched again in a 
master'y manner the old debate about the compatibility, or the lack thereof, 
between religion and socialism. For those who claim to know Didier Ratsiraka 
best, it was not an "act" in the theatrical sense of the word, but true 
belief. The president is a believer, but does not practice his religion 
often. At the beginning of his regime, he was criticized for his socialist 
‘onvictions, indeed for his “communistic" convictions. Now that he proved 
that he can also speak another language with complete mastery, that of the 
Old or the New Testament, can he still be accused of being a "menace to 
religious freedom?" 


The comments are coming thick and fast, They are all the more filled with 
passion since a parallel event marked this month of January 1980: the birth 
of the Federation of Christian Churches of Madagascar, or "Fiombonan'ny 
Fiangonana Kristianina eto Madagasikara,'' which constitutes a big step 
towards unity. It is said that the advent of the FFKM was inspired, more or 
less, by the power of the revolution, Nothing is further from the truth. 
Actually, since he came to power, Didier Ratsiraka himself has advocated 
unity in this area, for the different churches of Madagascar believe in the 
yvme God. What could be a "more happy" coincidence for history than the 
advent of the FFKM coming just a few days after "the event" of 10 January? 
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In any case, if the religious "performance" of Didier Ratsiraka satisfies 

and reassures the large majority of Christians, it does embarrass a few in 
the ruling circles of Christianity, luckily in the minority. We will see who 
will have the last word in this exciting debate, starting during the fifth 
year of the socialist revolution, namely during a period when the RDM seems 
to have completed its breaking in period in order to take on the last two 
decades of this century. 


The Afghan Problem 


The third great event of last January is Madagascar's position vis-a-vis foreign 
countries. Leaving aside the known positions taken on usual major international 
problems, the must important fact is Afghanistan, where the Soviet army inter- 
vened upon a request by that socialist country. 


President Ratsiraka killed two birds with one stone: while he actually 
"understands" the Soviet intervention, since it is a question of a military 
agreement between two states, an agreement for which he did not condemn the 
French intervention in Chad, the RDM still insists on making up its own 
mind and so abstained from voting on the Afghan imbroglio at the United 
Nations. 


This freedom of action in foreign affairs helped strengthen the reputation 

of the RDM in foreign countries, and the confidence of international financial 
backers. There is much to be negotiated since our country is far from a 
critical point with regard to debts. To think that our foreign debt is 
currently only 121 billion FMG [Malagasy franc] when some so called moderate 
countries have an 8 to 10 times higher debt. 


Resupplying 


Besides, in spite of many persistent problems regarding fresh supplies, 

one can say that in 1979 the provision of fresh supplies was greatly improved 
in comparison with the previous year, especially for rice, a staple food. 

If the revolutionary government settles the problem of supplies this year, 
then it will be able to face the future with serenity, especially since "the 
prospects are good" as President Ratsiraka himself stated. For this, the 
problem of our railroads must be settled once and for all. And why not a 
pipeline between Tana and Tamatave? 


Perhaps the prospects are good, particularly in the search for oil. But one 
most important requirement controls all actions before the great leap forward 
towards the year 2000: the unity of action of all officials at all levels. 

A front that is united in defense of the revolution, a front also united 
through its different components, a front like that other "front" which was 
just born for the religions.

DETAILS ON SOVIET TRADE MISSION GIVEN 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR=MATIN in French 12 Feb 80 pp 1, 2 


[Text] As part of a change in the position of chief of the USSR Trade 
Mission to the RDM [Democratic Republic of Madagascar], Mr Petr Nouokonov, 
mission head for the past 4 years and a well-inown Soviet figure in 
Antananarivo, will definitely leave Madagascar for a new and more important 
assignment in Moscow. 


His successor has already been here for two weeks; he is Mr Boris 
Shiskhin |Shishkin?]; his first impressions of Madagascar are favorable. 


the Soviet trade mission to the RDM was officially opened after the sign- 
ing of the important Soviet-Malagasy trade agreement in October 1975. Mr 
Nomokonov opened the mission and since then has worked hard together with 
his team to carry out this agreement in concrete terms and in close 
collaboration with the Malagasy socialist partner. 


For more than 4 years, trade was carried out directly between the 2 coun- 
tries, no longer in a triangular or rectangular fashion, as in the past. 
[t became all the more efficient as the middlemen disappeared. 


fhe USSR purchased coffee, cloves, pepper, sisel, etc., from Madagascar, 
taking large tonnages of the country's "rich products." Madagascar in 
turn imported from the Soviet Union technical aviation equipment, agri- 
cultural machinery, etc., in short, the kind of machinery the Malagasy 
economy needed. 


Mr Nomokonov and Mr Shiskhin refused to give any statistics, feeling that 
they were less competent that the Ministry of Economy and Trade to do so. 
They however emphasized the efforts of the Soviet trade mission particular- 
ly for the purpose of getting orders from Soviet foreign trade centers so 
as to sign import-export contracts with government companies, such as the 
ROSO or other Malagasy commercial firms. At the same time, the Soviet 
mission at Antananarivo presented and transmitted to commercial centers in 
the USSR a report on the possibilities of Malagasy establishments. 
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Trade Balance Surplus for RDM 


ln response to a question on the balance of trade between the two countries, 
Mr Nomokonov nevertheless replied that it was largely in favor of Madagascar 
because, over the past 4 years, the USSR purchased $25 million worth of 
products from Madagascar, whereas it only sold about 15 millions worth of 
capital goods to the RDM. 


He added that the trade development prospects are "considerable" and that 
applies to both sides. 


Regrets 


Mr Nomokonov did not conceal his regret over having to leave the RDM. 

"I love your country a lot," he told us, "I love your people, its leaders, 
as well as all of your militants, in their daily ardor for the construc- 
tion of socialism. I love the way of life of Madagascar, the human 
approach of the Malagasy people." 


He also expressed to us his sincere conviction about the success of the 
advance of the RDM which seemed to him "to be well underway." 


His successor, Mr Shiskin |as published] hopes that Soviet-Malagasy 
trade relations w.ll develop along the lines of these past 4 years and 
promises to pursue the undertaking started by Mr Nomokonov in close col- 
laboration with the Malagasy authorities concerned.

TRADE AGREEMENT WITH CZECHOSLOVAKIA INITIALED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 23 Jan 80 pp l, 2 
(Article: "First Trade Agreements With Czechoslovakia Initialed"] 


[Text] A new era of cooperation for Czechoslovakia and the RDM [Democratic 
Republic of Madagascar] seems to be visible on the horizon. At least this 
is what seems to be emerging from the statement made to the press yesterday 
afternoon at the Ivato International Airport by the heads of the two 
delegations to the commercial negotiations which have taken place in the 
capital since last Friday. 


iosef Koci, director general of the Czechoslovak Ministry of Foreign 
Commerce and Mme Harimanana, technical counselor to the Ministry of Economy 
and Commerce demonstrated, in the light of the results of their efforts, 
their common willingness to "consolidate henceforth" economic and commercial 
relations between their two countries. 


And this was put into concrete form this morning by their initialing the 
official decuments which comprise the main decisions of this first Czechoslovak- 
Malagasy mini-summit. The final agreement will be signed in Prague on 
z0vernment level in the very near future. Meanwhile, before appending 

their respective initials on the said documents, both heads of the delegations 
underscored the good spirit in which the negotiations were developed. 


Om this occasion Josef Koci expressed the "satisfaction" of his delegation. 
‘We are sure," he said, “that with this agreement we will contribute to the 
consolidation of relations between our countries and to the promotion of 
commercial exchanges which will be of reciprocal interest to both." 


In the name of the government Mme Harimanana thanked her Czechoslovak partners 
for the "frank collaboration" which was manifested during the negotiations. 
She declared that the documents which had just been initialed and would be 
-igned in the near future in Prague by Minister Justin Rarivoson, constitute 

a forward step in the strengthening of relations between our two countries. 











Very little was learned at the end of this conference as to the contents of 
the new accords--established between the RDM and Czechoslovakia. Thus, it 
was said officially that, in accordance with the wishes expressed by the 
Czechoslovaks upon their arrival in the capital, the commercial exchanges 
which will be established between the two parties will dispense with 
intermediaries, that is to say they will deal state companies to state 
companies, But, Harimanana specified during the course of a short discussion 
with the press, that private Malagasy firms are equally interested, but only 
with the understanding that they would receive the "blessing" of the 
trusteeship ministry beforehand. 


In addition, during the course of this same press conference, it was mentioned 
that the Czechoslovaks were interested in our traditional agricultural 
products, especially vanilla and cloves, as well as sub-stratum products, 
notably mica and quartz. The Malagasy group declared that they were interested 
in Czechoslovak manufactured products, but none were specifically mentioned 

as yet. 


We have reached that point at present. More will certainly be known at the 
close of Minister Justin Rarivoson's official visit to Prague which will take 
place in the near future. Moreover, since both sides were in accord on the 
political aspects of the agreements, and that consequently both countries 
have espoused the socialist course, it was quite normal for them to maintain 
the best possible relations.

SOVIET FIRE EQUIPMENT--Toamasina. It was hot at Toamasina and when the 
heat gets that bad, people always fear the worst, that is to say, a fire 
which in general attacks not just one house but spreads through an entire 
block of houses. Fortunately, the Toamasina highway department has just 
received a gift of three tank trucks from the USSR. The first of these is 
a ZIL-130 |[Likhachyev Plant]; it has a tank with a capacity 2,100 liters, 
2 intake pipes, a metal ladder, a wooden ladder, a CAEMHO-B portable motor 
which can be used at disaster sites that are difficult to reach by truck, 
plus two blue markers, three sirens, and one spotlight. The ZIL-130 can 
use foam and water and can also take water in from a pump and distribute 
it. The ZIL-130 has only one bed, six wheels, four of which are to the 
rear, and six speeds, including one reverse. Zil-131. The second truck 
is a ZIL-13l. It has six wheels and three beds. In case of a flat, the 
tire is automatically reinflated from the driver's cab. The ZIL-131 can 
hold 2,100 liters of water likewise and has all of the accessories of the 
ZIL-130, except for the portable motor. The third vehicle is a big one; 
it is equipped with four spotlights, two markers, a microphone, and a 
30-meter ladder. It has a triple bed, six wheels, and three sirens. 

Like the ZIL-130, it has a water cannon with a range of 50 meters. We 
recall that the fivondronana of Toamasina-I has 32 firemen whose chiefs 
are Mr Telolahy Felix and Mr Rabejara Claude Alphonse. Each tank truck 
has a fan and can accommodate seven firemen in the cab. [Text] [Tananarive

PURCE OF STATE APPARATUS ADVOCATED

[Text] The state apparatus is--it must be--the principal instrument for the 
application of party policy, the basic instrument for the exercise of the 
power of the working classes in our country. 


When the FRELIMO Party leadership defines the goal to be achieved in the 1980's 
as the elimination of underdevelopment in Mozambique, it is the duty of the 
state apparatus to implement the development policy that will enable us to 
achieve that great goal. 


This means, in practice, that the state apparatus must direct the entire 
process of creating the economic foundation for the socialist society; it 
means that the state economic sector must assume the decisive role that falls 
to it within our economy. 


This means, in turn, that the agencies of our state apparatus must be 
extremely functional, dynamic and efficient, and that the state sector of our 
economy must be more advanced, with greater productivity, stricter discipline 
and a higher degree of organization. 


The current offensive launched personally by President Samora Machel has 
brought into focus what all of us were already more or less aware of: that 
neither the state apparatus nor the state economic sector is yet up to these 
demands. 


In the state apparatus, we still find capitalist colonial structures and work 
methods and, as a result, we find disorzanization, incompetence, bureaucracy, 
waste, apathy, an attitude of routine. In our state companies, indiscipline, 
improvization and low productivity are still rampant. In both areas, 
infiltration is still prevalent: physical infiltration by agents of the 

enemy and ideological infiltration of the values of colonialism and capitalisn. 
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It is obvious that a state apparatus in this condition is not ready to 
assume the role that falls to it in the building of socialism; in the same 
way, a state sector with the characteristics noted above cannot be the 
vanguard in the building of a strong, socialist economy. 


It is urgent, then, to change them radically, to enable them to take up 
their historical tasks. On one hand, this will mean purging the state 
apparatus and the state sector of the economy of the infiltrators, those 
who are nostalgic for the colonial fascist state, those who cannot or do not 
want to assume the new values. Om the other hand, work and management 
methods must be radically revised; they must be debureaucratized and given 

a popular and revolutionary character.

[Text] President Carter has asked his country's congress for a special law 
establishing compulsory registration for young people of both sexes, to serve 
in the event of an emergency. He has also asked for $500 million for a 
program to recruit mercenaries for the U.S. Armed Forces. 


Washington's intent to resort to a combination of these two types of soldiers 
accurately reflects its determination to preserve zones of control, and the 
sind of morality that will rule future actions. The American leaders see 

no distinction between a young citizen and a mercenary. They will be sent 
indiscriminately to play an ignoble role in areas where imperialist interests 
are at stake. 


At the same time it is strengthening its expeditionary forces, the United 
States is expanding its presence abroad, seeking to assert itself in various 
parts of the world. Maneuvers are being conducted in the Caribbean, and 
others are being announced for the Pacific, while the United States is seeking 
to place more missiles in Europe and to establish bases in the Indian Ocean. 


Although couched in modern language, the justification for this offensive is 
the same as that used some years ago, during the Cold War. The reasons 
invoked for public consumption are still fraught with a Manichean vision of 
the world, and they imply a crusade, led, naturally, by the United States.

PLANS FOR ENLARGEMENT, IMPROVEMENT OF BEIRA PORT REPORTED 
Importance of Beira Port 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 11 Feb 80 p 2 


[Report on interview with Eng Ferreira Mendes, director of the CFM-Centro 
[Central Mozambican Railway]; date and place not given] 


[Excerpts] Beira (Bureau)--Serving the countries of a vast 
"hinterland"--the common term for land-locked territory-- 
which includes the future independent Zimbabwe, Malawi, 
Zambia, Zaire and Botswana, the port of Beira will become, 
in the next 7 years, one of the most important ports on 
the African continent and, from a strategic standpoint, 
among the foremost in East Africa. For example, by 1987 
according to forecasts based on studies conducted by 
experts (and consistent with development plans for the 
port), Beira will handle cargo estimated at over 10 million 
tons a year, representing 6 times the tonnage presently 
handled at the port and more than twice the highest 
tonnage handled in the period around 1965, when the 
Portuguese colonialists were serving certain imperialist 
and neocolonial interests in the zone. 


With this new page in its history, Mozambique and the international community 
recognize and are giving frank and positive attention to the great potential 
worth of the port of Beira, and to the need to look to its full use and 
jevelopment. This necessarily means its modernization and the mounting 

of an efficient technical, material and administrative infrastructure. 


For instance, the present phase of studies includes medium and long-range 
plans to build new piers (one to handle the great wealth of coal from 
Moatize, another for containers) to serve ships possibly as large as 50,000 
OWr. The piers would be built downstream from the present piers, i.e., 
closer to the sea. 


This site, indicated in an extensive study conducted by specialists appointed 
by the Commonwealth Fund for Technical Cooperation, will involve significant 
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changes in the shape of the city itself, particularly in an area known as 
Ponta Gea, which will fill a 300-hectare area now covered by the sea and 

will immediately minimize the serious problem of erosion of the beaches, 

which has been troubling Beira for many years. 


In the study, a detailed analysis was made of the technical options which 
will eventually provide the best solution for dredging an access channel 
for the port and developing the piers. 


This year, in the second phase of this study, about 50,000 contos will be 
spent on field studies, economic projections, and engineering studies needed 
to define the best access to the port. 


These investigations and studies will also determine the cost of the dredging 
needed to deepen, widen and maintain the channels. To this end, there will 
be a sample survey of depths, study of sand sedimentation and migration, 
measurement of sea currents and a study of tides and waves. 


Valuable Tool in Struggle Against Underdevelopment 


In an interview granted to our Beira bureau, Ferreira Mendes, director of 
the CFM-Centro, explained in detail the strategic importance and the great 
potential of this internationally renowned port. 


"Let us look at an important aspect of the study conducted by the Common- 
wealth group with the help of Mozambican technicians: the Macuti channel, 
for instance has a minimum depth of 6.5 meters, and will not provide access 
for ships of over 25,000 tons," Mendes observed, when we asked about the 
development of the port and the need to serve ships of large tonnage. 


"The problem of the Macuti channel comes up frequently," Martins Ferreira 
[sic] said. "It is too narrow for ships of over 25,000 tons. This study 
and others conducted by foreign and Mozambican technicians led to the first 
outlines for the port development plan. Now the second phase of research by 
the Commonwealth technicians, the phase financed by the Commonwealth, will 
begin, and should be concluded within this year. 


"This study for the improvement of the access channel will be the determining 
factor in establishing the final development plan. Then will come the 

phase of financing and awarding of contracts, also of great importance to 
Beira's prospects, now and in the future,” said the port and railway 
official. 


"At the moment, most of the land-locked countries have a choice of traffic 
routes for placing their products; thus, it is only by insuring that Beira 

has an efficient and modern port and the necessary port and railway facilities 
that we can influence this choice in our direction; that is, by making the 
port of Beira a viable option.” 
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Pier for Local Traffic

[Text] Within the context of the development of the port of Beira, there 

are studies for the construction of a pier for local traffic, a 770-meter 
Jetty which will basically handle the movement of passengers and cargo between 
Beira and various nearby coastal points. 


Studies for this construction are being conducted by Portuguese Hydroelectric, 
a firm headquartered in Portugal. The equipment of the port and maritime 
administration--tugboats, dredges and pilots' launches--will also be berthed 
at this er. 


Ro-Ro Terminal 
Maputc JTICIAS in Portuguese 11 Feb 80 p 2 


(Text] September or October of this year should see completion of the 
terminal for "Roll-on Roll-off" (Ro-Ro) ships. Located upstream from Pier 

10, the terminal will be a significant addition to the present facilities 

of the port of Beira. At the international level, its effect will be 
immediate and, adding to the prestige the port complex already enjoys, it 

will mean a conquest of new markets and will be an important source of foreign 
exchange reserves. 


The contract for construction of the terminal was awarded to the Portuguese 
firm "Technical Constructions." About 300 meters long, and costing about 
120,000 contos to build, the terminal will permit modern ships of the Ro-Ro 
type to dock at the port every 18 days. 


The terminal will cover an open area of about 36,000 square meters, 
especially designed to receive containers, and an enclosed area of 3,000 
square meters for storage of special shipments. It will be outfitted with 
various specialized equipment, which Mozambican workers have already handled 
very successfully. 


Oil Tankers 


Adapted to receive oil tankers, the terminal will also serve "Crud 0il”, 
a company of the future Zimbabwe (Untali Refinery). 


In technical terms, the adaptation consists of a terminal 300 meters long, 
which can berth oil tankers of 20,000 DWT, with a 9.5-meter draft when 
loaded. It is estimated that a ship of this type is 200 meters from end 
to end. 
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Specialized studies indicate that 800,000 tons will be handled here in 1982, 
equivalent to 58 ships a year, or an average cf 5 ships per month, unloading 
an average of 5,000 tons a day. [Paragraph as published. ] 


The pier of this terminal will have a pipeline linking it to the major fuel 
pipelines already installed in the port of Beira. 


Port Fishing Complex 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 11 Feb 80 p 2 


(Text ] The first phase of construction of the Beira fishing port should be 
completed this June. The foremost and most modern of its kind in the 
country, the port will cover an area of 77,000 square meters. 


The fishing complex will have extraordinary importance and impa:t in the war 
against underdevelopment initiated on 1 January 1980. A second phase of 
construction will include a cannery, a fishmeal plant, refrigerated ware- 
houses for processing shrimp, cold storage chambers of various types and 
Sizes, and a fish oil plant, as well as several sectors for production, 
equipment, maintenance and administration. 


Initiated in June 1977, the project was given priority in the economic 
directives of the Third Congress. On completion, the complex will have a 
production capacity of 130,000 tons a year. The first phase involved an 
investment of 211,000 contos, which in itself is an indication of its 
magnitude. 


Description 


The first phase of construction of the fishing complex consists basically of 
a U-shaped access pier of about 432 meters, developed along the Chiveve 
dock, and an 80-meter inclined plane for ship repairs. 

Awarded to "Technical Constructions," a specialized Portuguese firm, the 
first phase of construction employed 180 skilled and unskilled Mozambican 
workers and 10 foreign foremen.

YOUTH ORGANIZATION ADVOCATES INCREASED ACTIVISM

\Excerpts] In the structures of the OJM [Mozambican Youth Organization] 

are found the so-called youth activists. Most of them were working on such 
tasks as the promotion of culture, sports and recreation in their workplaces, 
neighborhoods and schools even before the 0JM was created. Under the 
guidance of the dynamization groups, these young people met to discuss their 
problems, seeking to take a more active part in the tasks of national recon- 
struction. 


he creation of the OJM made it possible to enlist these young Mozambicans, 
who, filled with enthusiasm, kept the pace with which they had been working 
in the past. Many of them were given responsible posts in the organiza- 
tion; for example, as secretaries in the various companies and as directors 
of organization and mobilization in these and other structures. 


well, it happens that when they are appointed to these posts, these young 
people gradually lose their sensitivity to the problems of the young masses. 
This is basically because they become divorced from the youth; they become 
‘imply office workers and no longer work at mobilization. 


Je discussed this a few days ago with some youth activists in Maputo. They 
are industrial workers, students and employees in various sectors. 


ve Still Have Not Reached the Great Youth Masses 


For about 2 hours, the seven young people discussed various aspects involving 
youth. In their conversation, they noted that their work still does not 
answer current needs, particularly with respect to mobilizing the young 
people. This was confirmed by Ofelia Salvador Matsinhe, aged 17, student 

and youth activist, who said: 


"There is still a lot of work to be done in the area of youth mobilization. 
We find a great many young people who are not yet involved in the revolu- 
tionary process in our country, and little is being done to bring them in. 
They are not enrolled in the OJM, and they are often unemployed, which 
leads them into robbery, prostitution and other evils." 
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The young people we interviewed shared the opinion that the activists must 
not stop. Their action should not be limited to performing duties in the 
headquarters. They should be working in the neighborhoods, workplaces and 
schools, explaining the need to enlist young people in the organization. 
Obviously, this work should be accompanied by specific action, such as 
rallies and cultural, sports and recreational activities, seeking to involve 
the greatest possible number of young people. 


Volunteer Work Not Systematic 


One of the tasks assigned to the OJM is to promote volunteer work among 
young people. As one of our respondents said, when something is done in 
this area, the young people show up to work. He brought up a problem, 
however. In greater Maputo, for example, there is no systematic enrollment 
of volunteers, which means that when there is work, it is mainly the youth 
activists who do it, and not other young people.

BUREAUCRATIC FOULUP HAMPERS SIMPLE PURCHASES

[Text] It was 9 am. An individual entered our office and rapidly recounted 
the reason that had brought him to us. 


"A 4.5 mm HSS drill bit, which sells for 35 escudos, has cost me 2 wasted 
hours, 54 kilometers’ worth of gas, six copies of papers (sales slip, requi- 
sition, etc), as well as the wear and tear on my car," this individual 

stated firmly, to the astonishment of the reporter, who did not at first 
understand what he was saying. At the same time he was talking about a 

drill bit, he was reeling off kilometers, unproductive hours, wasted material, 
etc. After a few questions, the reporter reelized this was another typical 
example of bureaucratic bungling, elevated to a mystical level. However, 

we wanted to verify the facts. 


We accompanied the individual to the sales department of EDIME, the state 
company, still in the process of formation, that distributes metal products. 
[t is located at the foot of Avenida Josina Machel, in the Malanga district 
of Maputo. There we asked if we could buy a 4.5 mm HSS drill bit. The 
answer came: ‘The only people who know if we carry the drill are at the 
company warehouse in Machava. If they have it, they will give you a requis- 
ition. You make the payment here in the sales department, and then you 
would have to go back to Machava to pick up the purchase." 


So we did. We went back and forth twice to buy a drill bit that costs 35 
escudos. After those useless trips we began to think--we do not know if 
EDIME has thought of it too--how much 54 kilometers’ worth of gas costs 

(and where it comes from), how much all that paper is costing, all the waste 
of material just to buy a drill bit. 


This case happened to a worker in the Cinderela Organizations. We went 
along with him and verified this further instance of bureaucratic mismanage- 
ment.

HEALTH PROBLEMS AFFECT PASTEURIZED MILK PRODUCTION 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 7 Feb 80 p 2 


[Excerpts] By order of t!.e National Institute of Veterinary Research, 
"production of pasteurized (bottled) milk is prohibited until further 
notice" in the Dairy Plant of the Cattle Breeders Cooperative, in the 
capital, for health reasons. With the order, decided yesterday, this 
industrial unit is now completely shut down owing to technical failure, 
since on 26 January there was serious damage to the production line for 
processed vacuum-packed milk. 


The breakdown in the processing, packaging and pasteurization of this 
product, highly important to the nutrition of the population, particularly 
the children, was the culmination of a protracted situation involving 
excessive bureaucracy in some government agencies, preventing a timely 
resolution of the problem after it was observed and promptly reported to 
the competent departments. 


Actually, when they saw that the equipment was wearing out and that it was 
necessary to replenish the stock of chemicals, parts and other materials, 
the plant directors initiated the necessary procedures for importing these 
materials in mid-1978, and continued to alert the competent agencies that 
the problem was becoming urgent and that the plant was in imminent danger 
of shutting down. 


Plant Paralyzed 


Their request was referred from age.cy to agency, but the material was 
never imported. lime was passing, the stocks were running out, the machin- 
ery was rapidly going downhill, until, as they had feared, there was a 
break‘own in the production line. 


Meanwhile, following the operations carried out yesterday on the processed- 
milk production line, where plant technicians are continuing to try to 
remedy the situation temporarily, over 2,000 liters of milk had to be 
thrown out because it was spoiled as it came off the processing line. 


Moreover, tens of thousands of liters of milk, which up to yesterday was 
still being delivered by the state companies and private dairy farmers, 

are in the refrigerators of that industrial unit, and there is no guarantee 
the milk can last for more than 2 or 3 days without spoiling.

REEDUCATION CONFERENCE REPORTS SIGNIFICANT RESULTS 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese No 485, 27 Jan 80 p 2 


[Text] A very positive operation has been conducted in 
the field of reeducation, despite the various difficulties 
that were faced. This was the conclusion of the partici- 
pants of the Second Conference of Reeducation Services, 
which took place in Maputo from 15 to 19 February. 


Concluding that the results achieved confirm the correctness of the political 
line of the FRELIMO Party and the measures taken by the government to 
reeducate thousands of hippies and delinquents who are massed primarily 

in the country's urban zones, the conference called for the increasingly 
active engagement of other state agencies and the mass democratic organi- 
zations in the entire reeducation process, within the principle that 
"reeducation is the task of the whole society." 


An accounting of the work conducted by the National Reeducation Service 
since the first conference of that agency of the Ministry of the Interior 
(held in November 1976) and an examination of the way in which the guide- 
lines of the Third Congress have been applied served as the basis for 
discussion at this meeting. The Second Conference analyzed the reports 
of the Reeducation Service and its provincial offices, giving close 
attention to the following points: 


--Provisional regulations for the Reeducation Services; the reeducational 
treatment of the reeducation subjects, and the prospects for creating a 
single penitentiary system; evaluation, criminological study and evaluation 
of the inmates of the Reeducation Centers; the social reintegration of 
reeducation subjects; agricultural production in the Reeducation Centers; 
training of personnel for the reeducation services; job training for the 
reeducation subjects; and a directive on methods for political work among 
them. 


Noteworthy among the recommendations of the Second Reeducation Conference 
were: creation of a single penitentiary system; introduction of a progres- 
sive system for the treatment of reeducation subjects; agricultural 
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production aimed at self-sufficiency and the continued integration of the 
reeducation subjects in useful social labor, as an integral part of the 
process of rehabilitating antisocial individuals; and the reeducation of 
incarcerated females.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE PLANNED--The constituent assembly of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the People's Republic of Mozambique met yesterday in Maputo. 
Attending were representatives of state and private companies linked to 
foreign trade and international transport, insurance companies, banks and 
manufacturing firms connected with foreign trade. Companies represented 

at the meeting approved the provisional statutes to be submitted for final 
approval by our country's Council of Ministers. According to the statutes, 
organs of the Chamber of Commerce include the General Assembly, the Dir- 
ective Council, the Presidency and the Control Commission. The Directive 
Council comprises a chairman, vice chairman and secretary, elected by the 
General Assembly, which will be convened shortly for that purpose. With 
the creation of the Chamber of Commerce, the People's Republic of Mozam- 
bique will have yet another important institution for the devleopment of 
international economic relations, permitting greater dynamism in its foreign 
trade contacts.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT--A spectacular railroad accident occurred early yesterday 
morning in Pessene, near Moamba, resulting in enormous financial and mater- 
ial losses which have still not been fully assessed. The line linking Maputo 
and Ressano Garcia was interrupted for 24 hours while work proceeded to 
clear the obstruction, after what was called the third major derailment 

this year. As this edition went to press, there were no further details on 
the progress of this work, which involves officials of the CFM-Sul [Southern 
Railway of Mozambique], technicians and a crew of over 100 workers. The 
cause of the disaster is still unknown. The accident occurred at 0220 

hours at Km 41 on the Ressano Garcia line, to northbound train No 648, 
loaded with refined chromium. Four cars were overturned, three were de- 
railed and one was left straddling the track. The damage extended over 220 
meters. Some of the cars were damaged, and from what we could learn they 
will have to be sent abroad for repairs. The sleepers--even the concrete 








ones--were burned out completely, and the tracks were twisted from the vio- 
lent force of the chromium-laden cars. The mail train, which is considered 
the most rapid and which links Mozambique with South Africa, reached the 
CFM Central Station in Maputo 6 hours and 40 minutes late. As we learned, 
the delay was caused by its long stop in Pessene Station, awaiting the 
arrival of a crew, since the first crew "had completed its normal work 
shift." It was a long wait, 4 hours, with the Diesel engine running--this 
because the request for a crew had been made locally, i.e. in Pessene, at 
the last minute.

This is not the 
case at the warehouse, however, because there were individuals with a good 
command of Portuguese, who did not speak .t, claiming: ‘We are not 
Portuguese.’ The way I look at that answer, it is very wiong to use 
national dialects at work, because our country is very big and has many 
dialects, and when they are spoken it creates little tribal groups in the 
work sectors."

Nor can progress be made 
with indolence blocking the way," also said President Samora Machel, in 

his address to the workers at PROLAR, a small brush, broom and paint and 
shaving brush plant, also located on the Avenida de Angola. As this com- 
pany is now being audited, President Samora Machel earnestly advised those 
in charge to study the situation carefully so that the government would not 
inherit a plant that was on the verge of bankruptcy. On the other hand, 

he told the workers that they should duly exert themselves to earn their 
wages and yield some profits so that similar companies could begin to spring 
up in the country. He made it clear that the plants must yield a profit, 
for if they do not they will have to be shut down and their workers chan- 
neled to other sectors, among them agriculture.

CENSUS PLANS IN TROUBLE--Problems in creating the material conditions for 

the development of preparations for the general population census, definition 
of the responsibilities of the structures involved in this process, and

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yesterday morning in the nation's capital. Generally speaking, the provincial 
reports stressed the large material problems, such as the lack of appropriate 
installations and furnishings for the technical and administrative services.

Another problem, repeatedly 
stressed, is the almost total lack of cadres to date for the various sectors 
involved in the census project. The response to appeals for assistance from 
some provincial directorates has not been satisfactory, since, as it was 
pointed out during the meeting, those organs themselves are struggling with 
Similar problems in this area. As a result of the lack of transportation 

to carry out operations related to the census, it was confirmed that the 
project has not gained any impetus yet in the districts; there are still 
provincial administrators who have not begun to implement the directives of 
the provincial structures directly linked to the general population census. 
Finally, according to the summary report identifying and analyzing the 
problems, which was presented yesterday afternoon, there is a need to clarify 
the work methods for the training of cadres, particularly at the district 
level.

It is a grave tragedy that 
the West has thrown yet 
another brave little nation 
to the wolves. 

Rhodesia’s survival since 
November 11 1965 will go 
down in my records as the 
most courageous saga in 
Southern Africa suice the 
Angolan-Boer war ai the 
turn of the century. 

True, there are some plus 

points to the outcome of the 
latest Rhodesian election; 
@ Democracy has prevailed; 
@ Rhodesia can now take up 
its rightful place in the com- 
munity of nations (particularly 
the marxist-leninist nations); 
@ it may weil have heralded 
the end of the Rhodesian civil 
war; 
@ it may now be possible to 
restore the Rhodesian 
economy to its original health, 
@ And the PM-to-be Robert 
Mugabe may well be a lot 
more pragmatic and con- 
ciliatory in his approach to the 
affairs of state than was 
previously umagined. 


Incidently, | met Mugabe in 
Maputo three years ago and 
was impressed with him then 
as a person. I did a personality 
profile on him and | was par- 
ticularly struck by his con- 
siderable intellect. 


The profile was subsequent- 
ly published in the Pretoria 
daily, Oggenbiad. 

1 pointed out in that feature 
that Mugabe’s radicalism was 
largely a facade, stressing that 
in my opinion he used it large- 
ly as an instrument of ex- 
pediency. 

The radicalism accentuated 
his image as a “liberator” and 
ensured unstinting support 
from the communist countries. 

Significantly, however, his 
relations with the Soviet Union 
have never been what they 
might have been. He is a 
China man. He has spent a 
great deal of. time in China. It 
was the Chinese who provided 
him with nearly all his early 
backing and he is known to 
have strong links with Peking 
even to this day. 

The Soviet Union has ac- 
tually placed itself more 
squarely behind Zapu leader 
Joshua Nkomo. 

My immediate superior at 
Oggenbiad, Mr Herman 
Snyman, was reluctant to ac- 
cept my views on Mugabe, but 
eventually gave me the benefit 
of the doubt and published the 
profile. the copy however 
stood on the far corner of his 
desk for a good few days. 

1 still maintain that Robert 
Mugabe is a moderate at heart 
and this has been partly 
reflected in his utterances dur- 
ing the past week. He has for 
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example expressed the desire 
for both a _ broad-based 
government and peaceful co- 
existance with SA. 

I accept however that it wil 
not be easy for him to adopt a 
moderate stance. He is the 
product of a revolutionary 
war, he will be expected to 
deliver the goods he has 


promised to his supporters and 
he will be under immense pres- 
sure from the frontline states 
and his communist allies to 
sor: out SA. 

Only three days ago Presi- 
dest Kaunda of Zambia 
remarked: “the result (of the 
Rhodesian election) will have a 
great political impact on the 
Black masses and progressive 
Whites in SA and Namibia. 
Angola, Mocambique and 
Rhodesia have now won in- 
dependence. They will be fol- 
lowed by Namibia tomorrow 
and SA the day after”. 








This obviously has severe repercussions for us: 


--World pressure against SA and SWA will now be more concentrated than ever. 
The major thrust will obviously emanate from the new line-up of frontline 
states (including Rhodesia and Lesotho) and the communist countries: 


~-The super powers, and not least the Western iive, will probably feel 
that they have or should have a greater interest in Southern African affairs 
and can be expected to wedge themselves deeper into our business; 


~-And SA will now have to defend a wide front, particularly if there are 
incursions from Rhodesia and Mocambique. The marxist-orientated belt now 
stretches right across the continent. The importance of the defence of 
SWA's northern border now diminishes in the context of the overall SA de- 
fence structure. SWA will probably be expected to play a bigger part in 
its own defence than was previously the case.

Its record of backing its 
said that SA will hit back as 


allies is despicable at the best of 


hard as it gets. In one respect 
this 1s comforting, in another 
this could herald the start of 
SA and SWA being sucked 
into a horrific war, similar to 
Vietnam. 

The Soviet Umon, Cubans 
and Easi Germans in par- 
ticular will no doubt do 
everything in their power to set 
off the spark that they hope 
will precipitate that war. 

The West certainly cannot

She would also have turned the screws on the frontline states to end the 
war. . 


On the other hand it could be argued that the Thatcher Government calculated 
that the Lancaster House agreement would be a good risk, that Bishop Muzorewa 
would repeat his electoral triumph of April last year. 


Well, if that was the case, it was a grave miscalculation, indeed, a dis- 
astrous miscalculation. 


She in effect handed Rhodesia to the marxists on a platter and in fact made 
her erstwhile opposition numbers James Callaghan and David Owen look like 
cookies. 








Out of all this of course arises many lessons for SWA. 


That we cannot really entrust our future to either the West or the UN ob- 
viously sticks out like a sore thumb. At best cooperation with them must 
be purely for purposes of expediency and with guaranteed advantages. 


And if we do decide to go ahead with a UN supervised election it must be en- 
sured that: 


The election is truly free and fair (because it is the only way that the 
moderates could possibly win it); 


That there is little or no intimidation; 


And that the whole process will not be allowed to change direction in mid 
air. 


These points in turn mean that the SA Government must stand firm on its de- 
mands concerning the outstanding issues in the interpretation of UN Security 


Council Resolution 435. 


cerning the outstanding issues 
in the interpretation of UN 
Security Council Resolution 
435. 

It is imperative that Swapo 
forces be restricted to bases in 
Angola and Zambia after the 
ceasefire, that these forces be 
disarmed and that they be 
monitored by the UN. 

Moreover, Swapo's. de- 
mands to set up bases in SWA 
must be totally rejected. 

The Rhodesian election has 
taught that the potential voting 
patterns of the Black masses is 
extremely volatile and in our 
case it would be naive to 
believe that the DTA would 
automatically repeat its elec- 
toral success of December 
1978. 

True, the DTA is better es- 
tablished than Muzorewa’'s 
UANC was, it is better 
Organised and it is better 
geared for an election. 


But as in the case of 
Rhodesia, it is conceivable 
that a good proportion of the 
Black masses in SWA will 
fegard a vote for Swapo as a 
vote for permanent peace and 
a vote for an exclusive Black 
government. 

Moreover, there is no doubt 
that the UANC suffered at the 
hands of Mugabe because of 
its favourable disposition 
towards SA. Similarly, the 
DTA could face the same 
dilemma. -Worse than the 
UANC, the DTA is widely 
regarded both locally and in- 
ternationally as a puppet of 
the SA Government. Swapo 
will continue to exploit this to 
the full. 

The 64 thousand dollar 
question of course arises 
whether we should go ahead at 
all with a UN-supervised elec- 
tion. 


The deceit and betrayals of 
the past two years are only too 
well known. 
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Also significant is that Tan- 
zanian _— President Julius 
Nyerere made it clear last 
weekend that he would not 
recognise the results of the 
Rhodesian election if the PF 
did not win. And what 
Nyerere usually says on 
Southern African affairs is 
usually accepted and echoed 
by the rest of Black Africa. He 
is the respected (?) elder 
statesman of Africa, apart 
from being chairman of the 
committee of frontline presi- 
dents. 

Will not the same apply if 
the DTA wins a UN- 
supervised election? | maintain 
that it will, The Nyereres’ & 
Co will probably assert that 
SA rigged the poll while UN 
Special Representative in 
SWA Mr Martti Ahtisaari was 
not looking. 

Mr Ahtisaari in turn is an 
amibitious person with his 
sights set on the UN Secretary 
General's job, and there is 
every possibility that he may 
not be prepared to sign the 








certificate of authenucity of a 
ree anu la election, fearing 
that he may burn his fingers 
with the Afro Asian bloc in 
ihe UN General Assembly, 

This will then make non- 
sense of the whole process. 

The problem goes further, If 
the frontiine states and indeed 
Africa are not prepared to 
recogmse the results of a UN. 
supervised election in SWA, 
there is a strong possibility 
(hat our so-called Western al- 
lies won't do so either, Again 
they would be worried about 
offending the Third World. 

Besides, in the view of the 
West, we are a captive ally 
and we are unl.ery to play 
them off against anyone else if 
differences between them and 
us emerge. 

Another disturbing feature 
is that Swapo backed up by 
the frontline states and the 
communist countries will con- 
tunue the so-called “liberation” 
Struggle from bases’ in 
neighbouring states if 1 fails to 
win the election in SWA. 

The advantages of a UN. 
supervised election in that case 
will be largely neutralised. 

Alter ali, one of the prime 
objectives of holding such an 
election 1s to put an end to the 
war, 

Moreover, apart from settl- 
ing the SWA issue in their 
favour, the marxists will want 
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wo use SWA as a4 slepping 
stone to SA. The SWA is in 
deed a convenient pretext for 
total confrontation between 
themselves and SA. 

On the other hand, if SA 
and SWA decline to agree to « 
UN-supervised election, the 
consequences appear to be 
equally as disconcerting, if not 
worse: We will certainly be 
faced with the prospect o* 
economic sanctions, while it 
goes without saying that the 
war will be dramatically step. 


up. 

The danger of course is that 
while we may want peace with 
our neighbours, we might be 
provoked into drastic action. 
This in turn must inevitably es- 
calate into a war of the 
magnitude of Vietnam. 

It will also be a case of our 
having to fight it alone with 
limited resources. At best the 
Western world will just look 
on as it did over Iran and 


Afghanistan and will probably 
also do over Pakistan. 
On balance then the 


scenario ahead is not a bright 
one. 
I do believe however thai tt 
is within our means to turn the 
tide against the marxists, but it 
will require the utmost 
strength, dedication and faith 
on our part.

INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION UP IN THIRD QUARTER 
Lagos BUSINESS TIMES in English 4 Mar 80 ppl, 32 


[Text] The Index of Industrial Production, which shows the level of 
industrial activity in the Nigerian economy, recorded a sharp increase in 
the third quarter of 1979. 


According to the Central Bank's Monthly Report for November 1979, published 
in Lagos last week, the all industries index rose 6./7 percent to 175.5 
(1972-100). 


The third quarter rise was in sharp contrast to the marginal increase 
recorded during the second quarter of the year; and largely because of 

this impressive performance, the average index for the first nine months of 
1979, showed an 18.9 percent increase over that for the corresponding period 
of 1978. 


This sharp growth however does not reflect the condition of the manufacturing 
sector of the economy. Indeed, most of the increase was attributable to 
the mining sector, and in some extent to electricity generation. 


The mining index, pushed by the bouyant petroleum industry rose 12.8 per- 
c. .t in the third quarter to 147.5. Over the first three quarters, the 
x averaged 136.8, representing an increase of 41.6 percent over its 
in the corresponding period of 1978. 


Similarly, the electricity index averaged 283.8 over three quarters, repre- 
senting an increase of 11.2 percent. 


The two sectors, having a combined share of 68.1 percent of the total 
weight of the index, were able to influence the overall index in their 
direction. 


The manufacturing index on the other hand recorded only a marginal change. 
The index for the third quarter was 224.7 compared with 224.1 for the 

second quarter. Over the three quarters under review, the average index 

was 223.1, a slight drop from the 223.7 of the corresponding ,eriod of 1978. 
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Within the sector, only ten industries out of the 20 included, showed any 
increases. The other ten recorded declines. 


Among those chat increased, the sharpest growth was in the textile indus- 
try. Over the three quarters, the average index for cotton textile was 
204.3, representing an increase of 27.9 percent over the comparable period 
of 1978. 


Other industries that showed increase, although smaller, were vegetable 
oil, sugar, sugar confectionery, other textiles, footwear, rubber, cement, 
vehicle assembly and “radios, changers, TV assembly." 


Those that declined were soft drinks, beer, cigarettes, paints and allied 


products, soap and detergents, refined petroleum products, other petroleum 
products, pharmaceuticals, tin metal and roofing sheets.

NNPC ANNOUNCED OIL EXPLORATION, DEVELOPMENT PLANS

[Text] The Nigerian Nation.1l Petroleum Corporation (NNPC) is to spend 
about N488 million on oil exploration and development activities this year. 


Chief F. R. A. Marinho, Managing Director of the corporation, told the 
General Meeting of the Nigerian Union of Petroleum and Natural Gas Workers 
(NUPENG) last week that the NNPC will spend N169 million on its own oil 
exploration and development activities, while the nine companies with whom 
it has joint-venture activities will spend N532 million. 


In the latter case, because the NNPC has 60 percezt equity participation 
in the oil companies operating in Nigeria, it will foot 60 percent of the 
bill, equivalent to N319.2 million. 


To achieve its goals in oil exploration and development of offshore and 
onshore areas in the country, the NNPC now own and operates a seismic 
party. 


A land rig, the chief said, have been delivered to the corporation for 
its land exploration and development activities. 


The a\ erage oil production rate expected this year will be 2.1 million 
barrels per day with the joint efforts of other oil companies, Chief 
Marinho predicted. 


The NNPC boss, said that when the Kaduna refinery is commissioned in April 
this year, and taking into account the Warri and "ort Harcourt refineries, 
the corporation's refining capacity will rise to 260,900 barrels per day. 
Not only that, the corporation, the chief said, woula be producing vitually 
all ranges of petroleum products. 


tie promised that the Port Harcourt refinery is to be expanded and this 


would bring the corporations total assets in the refining sector to over 
“1,000 million. 
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To curb the frequent shortage of petroluem products in the local markets 

the chief said that independent marketers are to be appointed to help in 

the distribution of petroleum products. He also announced that che first 
two shipments of gas cylinders have been received and that filling plants 
are now under construction. 


Continuing, the NNPC boss told his workers that petro-chemical projects 
are soon to be set up at the Warri refinery. He said that it is the aim 
of his corporation to make optimum use of the country's oil from the 
commercialization of the wastings of the minerals which is not replaceable. 


Chief Marinho said that opportunities abound for private sector's participa- 
tion in the oil industry. This, he said, would leave the NNPC to concen- 
trate on strategic areas of domestic oil scene and international petroleum 
business. 


He said that thé corporation now has a labour force of 4,300 and in five 
years time it would rise to 20,000. 


Chief Marinho urged the Federal Government to give it a free hand in the 
structuring of the salary scale of its workers. This, he said, would 
enable the corporation to recruit qualified and experienced personnel in 
the competitive oil labour market. Continuing, Chief Marinho said that 
only attractive conditions of service can help the corporation retain its 
experienced workers. 


He appealed to the workers not to view the NNPC as one of those government 
agencies that is indifferent to productivity and considerations for profits. 
The NNPC, he said, is a commercial organization mandated to take charge 

of the oil industry which is the mainstay of the nation's economy. 


He further pleaded with the workers to always maintain and promote industrial 
harmony for the interest of our national economy.

ROLE OF TRADITIONAL CHIEFS--The Niger State House of Assembly has rejected 
the report of a House Committee on the establishment of the Niger State 
Council of Chiefs. The report was rejected on the ground that the members 
of the committee did not hold consultations with emirate councils to seek 
their views and opinion ‘on this important issue.’ Besides, the House 
observed that the recommendation that the chairman of the proposed council 
should be a first class chief and should hold office for two years was 
improper. The members who spoke against the committee's report were of 
the opinion that such recommendations were tantamount to dragging the 
traditional rulers into partisan politics. This, they said, would mean 
that the House was dictating to the council as to who should be the chair- 
man during the duration of their tenure of office. Contributing to the 
debate, Alhaji Isah Waziri, said that the role of the traditional rulers 
was to maintain peace and stability in their respective areas. He said 
that it was in realization of this that every government in Nigeria from 
the colonial era to the present time used them to achieve this desired 
unity. He appealed to the committee, to go back to their committee room 
to present a reasonable report to the House. Withdrawing the report, the 
chairman of the committee, Malam Isah Egwa, said that the committee had 
taken cognizance of the points raised by the members who spoke on the issue.

ALADJA STEEL PLANT--The Delta Steel Plant, at Aladja, near Warri will 
require two-thirds of the electricity supply the whole of Nigeria is now 
consuming when it goes into production next year. It will also cost 

about one billion Naira when completed. These facts were made known to 
the Senate Committee on Commerce and Industry by the Minister for Steel 
Development, Mr Paul Unongo. Mr Unongo who was giving evidence before the 
committee explained that the high cost that of the Aladja Plant was due 

to the peculiar technological requirements of the direct reduction process 
is well as the fact that almost everything to be used in that plant has to 
be imported. Answering a question fron Senator Isah Obaro (NPN) Kwara, 
Minister Unongo defended the use of different methods of steel production 
in the Ajaokuta and Aladja plants.

NATURAL GAS FOR EUROPE=-An agreement to sell eight billion cubic meters 

of Nigeria's Liquified Natural Gas (LNG) to a group of eight West European 
companies has been reached between a Nigerian company and the gas companies. 
The agreement was reached last Friday. According to the Nigeria National 
Petroleum Corporation (NNPC), the agreement is for a period of 20 years 
starting from 1984/1985. The NNPC disclosed that a further 800 million 
cubic feet per day of our (LNG) were destined for United States customers.

is scheduled to start in 1981. Sixteen LNG carriers with a capacity of 
about 130,000 cubic metres each would be required for the project.

The Nigeria company involved in the project 
is Bonny LNG Limited while the eight European gas companies are Gaz De 
France; Snem (Italy); Ruhrgas (West Germany); Distrigaz (Belgium) and 
Gasunie (Holland).

GENERAL CONFEDERATION OF LABOR OFFICIAL I\!TERVIEWED 
Saint Denis TEMOICNAGES in French 4, 7 Jan 80 


(Interview with Bruny Payet, Secretary of tie CGTR, date and place not given]

[Excerpts] For Bruny Payet, Secretary of the COTR, [General 
Confederation of Labor of Reunion] the year 1979 was charac- 
terized by both an increase in unemployment and the 

workers 'struggle for implementation of unemployment com- 
Pemsation. It was a year which ended with a great triumph 
for the workers'campaign, since they forced the government 
to change its first draft of the decree for implementation 
of unemployment compensation, and to accept the principle 
of the extension to Reunion of all of the benefits which 
are paid in France. ‘ 


Taking advantage of the end of the year, we endeavored to 
zero in on the year 1980 with Bruny Payet. We are publish- 
ing the first part of that interview which is devoted to the 
very problem of unemployment and to Reunion's unemployed 
workers'struggle for compensation. 


[Question] One year has just ended, and another is just beginning. What did 
the year 1979 mean for the CGTR and for the workers? 


[Answer] First of all, let us say that the year 1979 was distinguished by a 
series of events. We may cite the meeting of the General Council of the CGOTR, 
which rounded off an entire year of conflicts. There was the week of unified 
action, with the general strike and the demonstration of 19 October such as 
had never been seen for a long time; there were the elections of boards of 
arbitration, which were the first to take place in Reunion and which confirmed 
the position and the overwhelming influence of the CGTR in Reunion. Topping 
it all off, and predominating over all of these events, there was the battle 
for implementation of unemployment compensation in Reunion, which forced the 
government to retreat. 
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jut, let us Say that, altogether, the union activity during the year 1979 was 
a reflection ot the widespread crisis in the country. One might say that it 

was a local crisis to which were added the effects of the widespread general 

crisis in the capitalist countries, the consequences of which are increasing 

considerably at the same time. 


In effect, what was the predominating problem during the year 1979, from 1] 
January * 4%. December’ It was unquestionably the problem of employment, or 
more accurately, the problem of unemployment, an unemployment which has in- 
creased considerably fram one year to the next and which is unparalled in France 
or in any other Buropean country, a fact one should never lose sight of. 


it is difficult to imagine what the situation there would be if the burden of 
unemployment were as great as it is here. In France, for example, this would 
mean some five million unemployed. 


we might say without exaggeration then, that today the majority of the people 
in Reunion, the majority of families in Reunion, are directly or indirectly 
affected by unemployment. What family has neither a father, mother, child or 
close relation who lacks employment’ Only a very small minority is excepted, 
and, again, there is practically no one. 


‘onsequently, the principle distinction of the year 1979, as far as the unions 
-ere concerned, is unquestionably the continuing struggle of the workers for 
tne protection of employment, against layoffs, and against unemployment. 


Prom January to December, there was practically no respite from the workers' 
struggie. Lspecially, in the building trades, where we witnessed a real 

‘lump, in both the activity of this sector and in the working force; and in 
this sector, the struggle against layoffs never ceased. To cite only a few 
examples, there was the struggle led by the workers in the SBTPC [expansion 
unknown), the one by those from the SGTE [expansion unknown], and so forth. 


vaong agricultural workers--whether at Stella or elsewhere--because in this 

ector too, in addition to the ranging exploitation of which the workers are 

ve victims, there is a strong inclination to reduce the labor force through 

‘ver more aggressive use of mechanized equipment. & 


Lhe sugar refineries, too, application of the Giscard-Barre plan, after 
ne recent closing of the Stella plant, will mean the closing of two other 
r refineries, and consequently a new serious reduction in the labor force. 


ame phenomenon, which, again, will go on increasing, has been observed 

, the sector of transportation and commerce. And among dockworkers, where 

che problem of job protection arose forcefully during the strike marking the 

rrival of the carrier ship Dana Atlas; and then, upon the arrival of a ship 
aded with cement to be unloaded in bulk. 
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Pinally, because this phenomenon is a rather new one, the question of Job 
protection reaches even into public office, and during the year, workers in 
that category were observed struggling with this problem on several 
occasions. 


Therefore, if we take all of these contests, one by one, and all of the 
actions led by workers during 1979, we must accept the fact that there is 
practically no single area where the problem of employment or unemployment 
has not been raised by the workers themselv:s, no matter what the sector.

_Excerpts] [Question] Although the struggle against unemployment and the 
campaign for compensation for workers who are deprived of employment have 
occupied the first level of union activity in 1979, there has also been 

a fight for wages and against reduction of workers’ purchasing power. 





[Answer] This again is a reflection of the economic crisis. If the fight 
for wages and protection of purchasing power was bitter from the beginning 
to the end of 1979, it is because the workers are paying the price of the 
French government's anti-social policy. This is a policy of inflation, of 
general and continuing price increases, on one hand, and of calling a halt 
to wage increases, on the other hand. There you have the successive 
"Giscard-Barre plans." What is particularly aggravating about this in the 
case of Reunion is that the cost of living there is higher than in France-- 
that is now officially recognized--and the minimum wage, the SMIC [inter- 
occupational minimum growth wage] , which serves as a base for all] wages 

in the private sector, is itself nearly 30 percent less than the SMIC in 
France. And it should be added that although the SMIC concerns only a 
fraction--an increasingly larger fraction, certainly, but still a fraction-- 
of the wage earners in France, it involves the majority of wage earners 
here. 


One can only rebel against the proposals, recently set forth by the Secretary 
of State, justifying this difference between the two interoccupational 
minimum growth wages and confirming the fact that this is the deliberate 
intention of his government. 


Such a policy and such proposals can only incite employers to freeze wages 
again and to refuse any increase demanded by the workers. 


Therefore, the other fact marking the year 1979 was the continued resistance 
of the workers to the reduction of their purchasing power. The fight for 
increased wages lasted from the beginning to the end of the year, whether 

at Renault, Manuco or elsewhere. 


The fact is that the workers are literally fed up with the general and 
continuing increase in the cost of living and with the attitude of employers 
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who are freezing wages. And so they have had to engage in battle everywhere, 
trying to find ways to improve their incomes. This is why we saw demands 

for a Christmas bonus nearly everywhere in 1979, a claim which became common 
among nearly all workers. 





‘question] It seems that protection of purchasing power no longer concerns 
only workers in the private sector, but that other categories of workers also 
find themselves faced with the same problem. 


Answer) Absolutely, otherwise we could not understand what happened, 
especially during the last quarter. 


Make no mistake: there is a qualitative difference >»etween the position of 
workers in the private sector who have put up with low wages, but who also 
understand the precariousness of employment, and have experienced the full 
impact of unemployment, and the position of workers in the public and para- 
public sector. There is no comparison between the two. However, in recent 
years, we have been forced to accept the fact that, in their turn, the 
workers in the public sector are beginning to feel the disastrous effects of 
this power policy. 


At the level of employment, for example: until a few years ago, public 
‘fice was the top-rated opportunity, but today the perspectives are not so 
right. A refusal to create necessary positions has been noted here and there, 
whether in health services, the social security office, in education or 
‘\sewhere. In some places, there is the problem of uncertified workers 
ings Laid off or threatened with layoffs. And then, there is a mass of 
une pee often well-qualified, who are no longer able to find a place 
the public sector as they did in the past. 


'nemployment no longer concerns only workers in the private sector or solely 
working classes. 


"he situation has also progressed with regard to purchasing power. Let me 
at, the position of the government worker is not comparable to that of 
laborer in the building trades or of the office clerk. It is no less 
rue that because of the anti-social policy of the authorities, we are 
‘eeing @ reduction in purchasing power among this class of workers. This 
; @ reduction which is felt differently by different people, but which does 
t fail to create problems, especially in the class which we call the mass 
minor officials and senior civil servants.

his is better understood since everyone, both private and public sector 

workers, recently came together in a unified action, called for by the 
ter-union, consolidating all, or nearly all, Reunion trade-union 
;sociations. 


uuestion] Exactly. Some people do not hesitate to say that in this 
.iition which was effected in October during the week of action, and 
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and especially during the general strike and the Saint-Denis demonstration, 
workers from the private sector were taken in tow by the civil servants. 
what does the CGTR think about this? 


Answer] The fact is that everyone is free to think as he pleases. Judge- 
ments must be made on the action that is taken and on the results that are 
recorded. 


I must say it, because now it is a fact known to all: 20 years ago when 
private and public sector workers found themselves side by side in the same 
battle, we could not say that everyone benefitted equally from that common 
action. You might even say that the private sector workers were the 
misfits in that affair. That is an uncontestable and uncontested reality, 
and today, more than 20 years later, it would be folly not to learn a 
lesson from it. 


However, does this mean that from that experience 20 years ago, we should 
reject any possibility of a common action among all workers, those in the 
private sector and those in the public sector? 


As for us, we don't believe it. 


We are absolutely not deceiving ourselves, but are considering the changes 
which have taken place in recent years in the position of public sector 
workers, taking note of their willingness to fight and seeing how to coordinate 
the activities of both groups, not in the interest of either one class or 

the other, but in the interest of everyone. 


Hence, the discussions which began a few months ago between the trade-union 
organizations, and which led, in September, to the establishment of an inter- 
union. The establishment of this inter-union would not have been possible 

if there had not been a unification of demands into one explicit platform, 
forming a whole. 


That is an important accomplishment, that the problems of employment and of 
unemployment should be related to the problem of purchasing power before 
permitting the determination of both wages in the private sector and income 
from public office. It would have been a mistake to insist upon tying these 
problems up like a sausage; first of all, because we are dealing with a 
demand which directly affects all classes of workers, without exception, 

and secondly, because that would permit the authorities to sow dissension. 


Whether we like it or not, this unity among trade unions which was effected 
in the action has been profitable. 


It has forced the authorities to modify their attitudes, and even to retreat. 


Tney were obliged to accept the principle of an official commission in which 
the union organizations will participate to study problems which arise in 
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the demands platform; although they had always refuse to allow any concerted 
action until then. 


There was also a retreat with regard to unemployment compensation. This 
problem is not yet settled according to the workers'demands, but we must 
admit that the unified a tion forced the authorities to retreat and to accept 
the principle of payme:.. .. four allocations, although a few months ago, 

they intended to allocate to Reunion only a single, lesser allocation. 


Obviously, this is the consequence of, among other things, the week of 
action, of that great day of the general strike on 19 October, of that 
demonstration which put 15,000 to 20,000 private and public sector workers 
combined in the streets of Saint-Denis. 


Therefore, this retreat of the » ~ “nment is, undoubtedly, a primary victory 
carried off by the workers with ar eye toward implementation of unemployment 
compensation in Reunion. 


For our part, we believe that this u .fied action, on a common platform of 
demands, forming an inseparable whole marks an important step in the trade 
union struggle in Reunion. It opens up perspectives of action. But the 
trade union is not an end in itself; it is, first of all, a battle to lead. 
For our part, at CGTR, we intend to lead it with determination and with 
full knowledge. Under these circumstances, no one will trail behind anyone 
else, and the interests of everyone can be defended effectively. 


‘Question] And what is to be said about the exercising of trade-union rights 
on construction sites and in companies during the year 1979? 


[Answer] There again, just like the other problems mentioned previously, 
the battle had to be fought foot by foot from one end of the year to the 
otner. It is a battle which is seen less from the outside, inasmuch as it 
is most often fought within the company itself, by the workers, with their 
union representatives, with their personnel representatives, opposing the 
employers. However, we must fight constantly, and in practically every 
business, to protect what was gained and to make the employers retreat. 


There is nothing surprising about this. First of all, because it is not 
absolutely of their own free will that the employers are watching the workers 
group themselves into trade unions, and especially into CGTR unions, to 

come to them later and demand that they respect this and that. Particularly 
when by refusing to respect the regulations the employers intend to 
aggravate the working conditions of their workers, which permits them to 
round off their benefits. Not only do they fail to respect the law in 
numerous cases, but they finally repudiate their own signatures. This is 
why the implementation of collective bargaining is a continuing battle. In 
some companies, these agreements are not respected, in other sectors--for 
example, commerce and agriculture--there is still no collective bargaining;

worse, in the trensport of goods, not only is there no collective bargaining, 
but the employers refuse to implement the 40-hour week. 


Employers would not behave in this fashion if thev did not profit from the 
complicity of the authorities and right-wing support. 


There, then, is the fact of the matter. But it is made considerably worse 
by the ensuing economic crisis. We may say that because of the crisis, the 
battle for the respect of trade-union rights and freedoms on construction 
sites and in the business world has been made still more difficult. The 
number of businesses that want to get rid of the union representatives and 
the employee representatives at the time of a wave of layoffs, is no longer 
of any consequence. In these cases, when even the boards of the companies 
are opposed to these layoffs, the employers address themselves to management 
of the work and continue the layoff process. 


In the context of the gereral crisis, the C°TR union is becoming for the 
employers and for the right something to be destroyed. Furthermore, during 
this year of 1979, we have seen some employers, the authorities and the right 
soliciting some union or other to try to eliminate the CGTR in one se tor 

Or another. 


Therefore, the battle for respect for the rights and freedoms of trade 
unicns must be conducted continuously, and at the same time, it must be 
expanded. The only way for workers to do this is to reunite within our 
CGTR union, and to strengthen it even more. Our organization is a weapon 

at their service, to ensure the protection of their interests and of their 
rights, and they should make it even stronger, so that it will be still more 
effective. 


[Question] And what is there to be said about the year which is just 
beginning? 


[Answer] If we summarize the year 1979. we can say that it was, above all, 

a year of conflict for all workers; a year of conflict on all fronts, in- 
asmuch as the workers, because of the economic crisis and the antisocial 

policy of the government--which in the case of Reunion is also discriminatory-- 
have been attacked from all sides: at the level of the work itself, with 

the crisis in employment and the development of unemployment; on the level 

of wages, with its effect o purchasing power; on the level of the exercise 

of union regulations, made nore diificult because of the crisis. 


In 1979, some successes were achieved with the application of collective 
bargaining to white-collar workers, whose rank as workers has been finally 
recognized; and with the retreat of the government concerning unemployment 
compensation. 


One right even ask how many workers might have been laid off in 1979 if the 
struggle had not been conducted from beginni:g to end of the year. The same 
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is true for the protection of purchasing power. If by their action the 
workers had not eked out a few improvements here and there, what would have 
become of their purchasing power? 


What will it be in 1980’ 


For our part, the members of the COGTR do not believe that we should delude 
ourselves. The crisis ‘n which the country is involved will not stop with 
the changing of the year, as if by magic. On the contrary. 


Whether it is at the level of employment and unemployment, of wages and 
purcrasing power, or again of respect for trade-union rights and freedom, 
everything is going to become worse, because the antisocial and discriminatory 
policy of the government, which is the source of these problems, is not 

vwoing to be stopped. 


In 1950 then, the workers can only count on their action, in the largest 
union, to c@uwee the failure of the governmental policy and of the Giscard- 
Barre plan, and to protect their interests. 


They should not count on the glib talkers, those who are here, and those who 
are passing through, who are numerous, and who think of only one thing: to 
represent themselves as defenders of the workers, while at the same time, 

ney adhere to a policy which is counter to the workers'interests. No, the 
workers must count only on their own strength. 


ne successes achieved last year--and we are thinking, for example, of the 
elections of the arbitration board--the unity of action achieved on the 
occasion of the week of unified action, and the establishment of an inter- 
anion with a demands platform common to all workers, these are the elements 
~nich create the conditions for new and greater battles during this year 
of 1960, made still more necessary than in 1979 because of the deterioration 
f the workers'situation in the country.

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SMITH URGES WHITES TO REMAIN

[Text] Former Prime Minister and president of the Rhodesian Front, Mr Ian 
Smith, appealed yesterday to white Rhodesians to ‘wait and see" before 
deciding their future. 


"You do not solve a problem by running away from it," he said at his first 
Press conference since Mr Mugabe's election victory. 


"Therefore I urge you to resist hasty action without careful and mature 
consideration." 


Mr Smith said that no offer had been made to him of a cabinet post for a 
European Member of Parliament. There was no truth in reports that a cabinet 
seat would be offered to a white if he resigned. 


"I have had no discussions on the question of a white in the cabinet," 
said Mr Smith. 


He said he believed a white in the cabinet would give confidence to the 
European population--"and therefore I believe it would be helpful." 


Wherever whites had left any country in Africa prematurely the economy of 
that country had been adversely affected. 


"For pragmatic reasons then--not racial reasons--it is absolutely vital to 
keep the Europeans making their contribution. For that reason the 20 white 
seats in Parliament are absolutely vital." 


Mr Smith said that while the result of the election had come as a shock to 
many people, he had not been surprised. He had predicted the outcome at 
the Lancaster House conference, he said. 


When he had repeated his predictions in Rhodesia he had been accused by 
some of being an alarmist. ‘Perhaps they might not agree I was a realist." 


He said he had been impressed by the leaders of both wings of the PF at 
Lancaster House. They had outwitted and out-manoeuvred the British. 
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Mr Mugabe had been very "forthright" in his meeting, said Mr Smith. 


He said he hac no plans to retire, and if he was asked he would serve in 
the cabinet if he was satisfied it was in the interests of the country.

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MUGABE MEETING WITH GENERAL PERKINS REPORTED

[Text] After meeting Mr Mugabe and senior security forces officers in 
Salisbury yesterday, the director of Overseas Military Assistance in the 
British Ministry of Defense, Major General Ken Perkins, said there was a 
desire for British military aid in establishing a Zimbabwe army. 





General Perkins, who arrived in Rhodesia on Sunday night to consult authori- 
ties on continued British assistince in training the new army, said last 
night he was told there would be a job for the British to train in both 
Rhodesia and Britain. 


He met the Commander of Combined Operations, Lieut-General Peter Walls, 
the Army Commander, Lieut-General Sandy MacLean and the Commander of the 
Air Force, Air Marshal Frank Mussell. 


He said after independence there would be about 30 British soldiers in 
Rhodesia. 


"At the moment they are involved in training 1 200 ZANLA and ZIPRA 
members at Rathgar and Essexvale. 


"Depending on how things go, we will provide other people and adjust the 
training programme. 


"As General Walls has said, the army (Zimbabwean) will need to broaden the 
scope of its training. Both sides are experienced in guerilla warefare-- 
one in insurgency and the other in counter-insurgency operations." 


Before he returns to Britain on Thursday, General Perkins will meet the 
ZANLA AND ZIPRA military chiefs, Commanders Rex Nhongo and Dumiso Dabengwa. 


General Perkins said Major-General Eddie Fursdon of the British Army would 
be in Rhodesia next week to finalize financial arrangements for the British 
presence in the country. He would be in Rhodesia for about 10 days. 


General Perkins said British troops would "not only give practical help, but 
would build confidence between the security forces and the guerillas." 
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DELIVERY OF LONG-RANGE JET EXPECTED

'Text]) A special long-range version of the Boeing 707 jetliner in Air 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia livery is due to arrive here at the end of this month to 
herald the resumption of intercontinental air services by the national 
carrier. 


The airline hopes to unveil the new crew uniforms for the London service 
at the same time. 


Interviewed in Salisbury after returning from talks with pool partners 
British Airways in London, AZR's general manager, Mr Mervyn Eyett, said 
plans were going well for the inaugural flight to London's Gatwick Airport 
on April 2. 


"We have almost completed the deal to buy the narrow-bodied Boeing 7070320C 
aircraft, which is capable of flying either the north- or south-bound 
route without refuelling," he said. 


"Flight crews were completing conversion courses on the 707 (only one will 
be joining the AZR fleet at present) which would arrive in Salisbury "a few 
days before the inaugural flight." 


The jet will have the AZR two-tone blue livery. It will carry 16 first-class 
passengers and 123 in economy class. It will have a captain, cocaptain, 
first officer, two flight engineers and seven hostesses. 


"This operation is terribly important for this country," he said, “and it 
is also important in looking forward to the day, which shouldn't be too 
far away, when we are in a position to operate wide-bodied jets.

"But the road to that operation will depend on our success with the 707 jet 


and the extent to which the Rhodesian air traveller patronizes our services," 
he said. 
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Asked about catering arrangements for the nonstop service, Mr Eyett said 
passengers would receive dinner and breakfast en route. 


"We are trving to arrange for every economy class passenger to receive a 
bottle of xhodesian wine with his inflight dinner." 


He said the airline had no plans at present to join the International Air 
Transport Association.

The airline was considering expanding its services in other directions and 
Kenya was one possibility. "There is considerable potential as many

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DOLLAR REVALUED BY 4 PERCENT

[Text] Rhodesia has revalued the dollar by about 4 percent against all 
currencies except the rand. Importe will become cheaper and Rhodesian 
travellers will get more for each dollar abroad, except in South Africa. 


However, visitors to this country will get fewer dollars and exports will 
be slightly more expensive although, as these are mostly primary commodi- 
ties, they are sold at world prices and paid in foreign currency. 


The Reserve Bank announced the move yesterday and said it was to eliminate 
the dual exchange rate system which gave rise to the crossword gap. This 
was because the dollar has had a fixed rate against the rand which in turn 
is tied to the U.S. dollar. However, there is no corresponding relation- 
ship between the Rhodesian and American dollar. 


The strengthening of the American and South African currencies has meant 
that the gap has widened too far. The new adjustment of the dollar has 
corrected this. 


The rand will now fluctuate against the dollar in the same way as other 
currencies. 


Financial observers say the move is a welcome one and is definitely anti- 
inflationary, as the cost of imported goods will be lower. 


Although exporters will be marginally affected, the better prices they 
will be getting because of the end of sanctions will certainly more than 
offset this. 


This decision has shown the strength of the economy and financial commenta- 


tors say it gives the lie to those who gloomily predicted that the country 
would have to devalue once normal trading resumed.

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AIR ZIMBABWE ANNOUNCES LONDON FARE

[Text] The cheapest return air fare between Salisbury and London will rise 
by 5,6 percent to $660 from April 1, Air Zimbabwe Rhodesia announced yester- 
day. 


This means the special interim return fare of $625 offered on the same route 
by British Airways will lapse from that date. Blaming the increase on 
continually escalating fuel costs, AZR's general manager, Mr Mervyn E[yett, 
said the increases would also be applied on the South African services (up 
to 5 percent) and to Blantyre (3 percent). 


All domestic fares would remain unchanged, as would the cost of the Lusaka 
service, he said. 


The increases are in line with decisions taken by the International Air 
Transport Association earlier this year. Mr Eyett warned that the world 
faced the prospect of even higher fuel prices in the future following 
recent moves by oil producing countries. 


In an accompanying statement, the airline's chairman, Mr Brian Stringer, 
said the travelling public should note the increases against the background 
of other fare increases to Europe, averaging 13-14 percent, while the 
Rhodesian connecting fare had increased by less than 6 percent. 


"This is still the lowest return fare available to London from any couatry 
in Southern Africa and, coupled with the direct non-stop 10-1/4-hour 
flight, ours will be the most attractive flight to London,” Mr Stringer 
said.

TWO SALISBURY AREAS HAVE CURFEW LIFTED 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 8 Mar 80 p 1 


[Text] Curfews imposed in the heavy industrial and Kopje areas of Salis- 
bury just over a year ago will be lifted on Sunday at first light. 


A similar lifting of curfews, either on Sunday or soon after, will also 
take place in certain industrial areas of Umtali and Bulawayo, a Police 
spokesman said yesterday. In Gwelo, it will be lifted at 6 a.m. on Monday. 


The order to lift the curfew in the Kopje and heavy industrial sites of 
Salisbury was issued by the protecting authority, Senior Assistant Com- 


missioner J. A. Wright. It was imposed in terms of the Emergency Powers 
Regulations. 


A dusk-to-dawn curfew was introduced in the area of the Salisbury bulk 
storage depot at 6 p.m. on December 18, 1978, after similar curfews were 
imposed in Gwelo and Bulawayo. 


It was brought into effect in the Kopje area on March 1 last year and on 
March 18 it was extended in the heavy industrial sites. 


The Police spokesman emphazised that curfew regulations will continue in 
all other parts of the Greater Salisbury area, including the airport and 
vake Mellwaine areas. 


“Police action will be taken against any person ignoring the curfew regu- 
lations," the spokesman said. 


‘he spokesman advised the public not to “relax their guard." They should 
still be on the lookout for suspicious objects and report these to the 
authorities. 


e said that in spite of the easing of the curfews, the public must con- 
‘inue maintaining certain precautionary measures. 
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Security guards working at the entrances to business premises and shops 
were warned to continue their present alertness. 


"There are still a lot of arms and explosives about and these could be 
used again at any time," the spokesman said. 


The public were asked to continue their "good-natured" cooperation with 
the Police and security guards.

SENGHOR GIVES VIEWS ON REGIONAL DEFENSE PACTS 
Paris REVUE AFRICAINE DE STRATEGIE in French Jan, Feb, Mar 80 pp 7-9 
{Interview with Leopold Seder Senghor, president of the Republic of Senegal] 


[Text] In June 1% 8, in the special session of the United 
Nations for disarmament, the president of Senegal, Leopold 
Sedar Senghor, presented a three-point peace plan, in- 
cluding, especially, denuclearization of Africa. But, at 
the same time, the continent was full of increasingly dis- 
turbing warlike sounds. And Senegal even took a leading 
stand for the "restoration of order": participation with 
a contingent in the Shaba inter-African force, participa- 
tion in the United Nations Peace-keeping Force in Lebanon. 
Senghor also increased alarmist statements on the dangers 
of “destabilization” and he proposed several collective 
security plans, especially during the Franco-African sum- 
mit meeting at Kigali or the ECOWAS summit meeting in 
Dakar. As current president of the organization, he 

will submit, during the 1981 summit meeting at Lome, 

the constituent charter of a West African defense pact 
assigned to him by his peers. Therefore, it was advisable 
to discuss the following topics very extensively with him: 
security and collective defense. 


[Question] For some months now, several initiatives tending toward the 
organization of collective security systems have emerged, especially at 
the ECOWAS level. Why this sudden trend toward military pacts? 


[Answer] This proliferation of plans is due to the situations with which 
we are being faced, the dangers of another world war by direct conflict. 


Since World War II, the East and the West have transferred their quarrels 
toward the Third-World continents, Asia, Latin America and especially 
Africa. 


At present, on our continent, there are about 60,000 Cuban, Soviet and 
East German soidiers to around 15,000 soldiers from Western Europe. In 
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our awareness of the danger: threatening us with serving merely as means 
for the antagonistic designs of the superpowers, we are feeling more and 
more a need for concluding defense pacts. I think, however, that it will 
be difficult to achieve a defense pact worthy of that name on a continent~- 
wide basis. In fact, if we take inte account the political orientation of 
the 49 countries making up the OAU, approximately a third follow Marxism- 
Leninism or progressism, another third follow more or less democratic so- 
cialism, and a final third consists of countries following liberalism, 
liberal capitalism or simple dictatorship. Under these conditions, how 
can a coherent, effective defense pact be concluded reasonably and espe- 
cially be achieved at the level of the whole continent? 


That is why two defense pacts -- one, Senegalese and the other, Togolese -- 
were submitted during the last summit conference of ECOWAS. A small com- 
mittee is going to examine these two projects to make a single text of 
them, which will be submitted to the next summit conference of the orga- 
nization. 


(Question) But in what precisely is a collective system, a defense pact 
involving progressive incorporations better suited to the present situation 
than the choice of strengthening national forces? 


(Answer) If I take the case of ECOWAS, there is no large country capable 
of defending itself effectively with its national forces alone, with the 
exception of Nigeria. Moreover, it must be realized that there are not 
many men in Africa, or elsewhere, who are ready to die for an ideology, 
or even for an African Idea with a capital I. On the other hand, many men 
are ready to die to defend not only their country but also their region. 
Besides, it is noteworthy that we do not find, in ECOWAS, those divisions 
that I talked to you about at the African level. Cooperation is good be- 
tween countries claiming kinship with different or even opposing ideolo- 
ries. All that leads me to think that the ECOWAS defense pact will be 
approved and implemented. 


[Question] But on what kind of solidarity will that pact be based? His- 
tory, economy, politics, religion, and so cn? 


(Answer] Relgion must be discarded immediately, because in Africa we find, 
in most of the countries, Muslims, Christians and animists. After ali, 

the Muslim and the Christian religions are religions of tolerance. Ideo- 
logies must also be discarded, because in Africa, just as elsewhere, 
ideologies are dying. More and more of us are becoming aware that imper- 
ialisms are concealed behind the ideologies of the large and superpowers. 


There are not only political-military but also economic reasons for main- 
taining defense pacts. If we want to develop in Africa, we must stress 
solidarities by organizing them in concentric circles and by rejecting 
the a priori ideologies. And then, there are cultural reasons. Every 
country in West Africa is a Sudanese country with more or less large Arab- 
Serber minorities. We have a West African culture to defend. Take, for 
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example, the case of Mauritania. It is beginning to realize that its place 
is among us. That is why it har withdrawn from the Algerian-Moroccan con- 
flict to develop within its historical borders where Negro-Africans and 
Arab-Berbers coexist. I emphasize the idea that it is impossible to guar- 
antee an effective economic, social and cultural development, if it .s not 
done in a framework of security. 


(Question) As current president of ECOWAS, you are probably better placed 
than anyone to guide the work of the committee responsible for preparing 
the plan in the direction that you indicate. From a strictly military 
point of view, what will come out of it concretely? A common force? 


\Answer] The most important issue to be studied concerns, in fact, the 
composition of that common force. What the participation of each country 
would be and in accordance with what criteria. 


There is also a series of technical matters to be solved. Of how many men 
will this common force consist? How will it be commanded? What branch 
will be stressed: infantry, artillery, armored corps, air force? Will 
there be joint maneuvers, and so on? 





You will permit me not to go into detail on these technical matters, all 
the more so because I am not a defense expert. 


(Question) Can an autonomous defense agency tied to ECOWAS be envisaged? 


[Answer] I think that the defense agency that emerges from the pact will, 
in fact, have to operate independently, first of all under the authority 
of the Council of Ministers of Defense and then of the ECOWAS heads of 
state and of government. 


[Question] Under those conditions, what is the originality of the pro- 
posals that you made at the Kigali summit and what new policy of military 
agreements between France and certain African countries can be envisaged 
in the future?. 


[Answer] At Kigali, I confined myself to generalities. I have not en- 
visaged the possibility of Franco-African defense pacts. 


For the moment, I do not think that it is necessary to go farther. In 
short, at Kigali, our conclusion was that we had to envisage a study of 
defense problems. Nothing more. 


[Question] Since the Portuguese decolonization, we have attracted atten- 
tion of public opinion to “destabilization” in Africa and to the Soviet 
threat. Is the situation developing favorably, or, in your opinion, is 
it still just as critical? 


[Answer] Concerning the threat by Warsaw Pact countries, I point out 


the following: the problem that you raise is the big problem confronting 
us and that was illustrated by the last conference of nonalined countries. 
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What is at stake is the freedom of the Third World, the right of the Third 
World to think by itself and for itself. Aside from the East-West opposi- 
tion, there is primarily the opposition between the North and the South, 
between the rich countries and the proletarian countries, regardless of 
whether they are east or west. 


In the face of the points of view of Fidel Castro and of those who follow 
him blindly -- that, moreover, is the Moscow version -- and in the face of 
those who are all ready to line up docilely with Washington's views, we 
belong to those who are opposed to this false choice and, among us, there 
are Marxist-Leninists, democratic socialists and liberals. 


[Question] Speaking of present conflicts in Africa, what do you think of 
the possibilities for a settlement in Rhodesia? 


[Answer}) In Senegal, I have been host to Mugabe and Nkomo. I have ex- 
changed letters with Muzorewa and Sithole. In due time, we supported the 
Anglo-American pian -- we are not ashamed to say -- because the plant was 
set up on democratic principles and provided for a conference that would 
bring together all the parties concerned. We are pleased that the last 
Commonwealth conference that met at Lusaka gave the Thatcher government 
the responsibility of actually holding a conference with all the parties, 
but especially of submitting a draft of a democratic constitution. This 
conference is to be followed by free elections. What we cannot agree with, 
in Senegal, is the idea of giving government authority to those who might 
have triumphed by force, regardless of their ideology. This idea, however, 
as not prevented us from supporting national liberation movements, like 
the Zimbabwe Patriotic Front. 


To give a similar example in the case of the Portuguese-speaking countries, 
we supported, in due time, the struggle of PAIGC, the struggle of FRELIMO 
and the struggle of the three great liberation movements in Angola. But 
we have always called for free elections, and we have witnessed the tra- 
gedies and the civil war that is still going on in Angola, because there 
have been no free elections there. 


Question) In your opinion, is the same danger in store for Rhodesia? Is 
an awareness of the dangers of a civil war between black Rhodesians more 
jlefinite than at the time of Angola's liberation? 


[Answer] I believe that it is. After all, in the last OAU summit con- 
ference, held in Monrovia, we did not envisage turning government author- 
ity purely and simply to liberation movements. The last Commonwealth con- 
ference was successful because of this democratic attitude. In the back- 
ground, there was the stand of OAU, which was, perhaps, not expressed as 
clearly as I personally desired, but which was expressed nevertheless. 


‘(Question}] From a broader geopolitical point of view, is it possible to 
envisage, behind plans for a European-Arab-African dialog, a kind of "con- 
ference on security” at that level that would extend the Helsinki confer- 
ence? 
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\Answer) First of all, I should like to review exactly where we stand now. 
We have actually achieved a European-Arab-African association and even 
more == because of the Caribbean and the Pacific -- at the FEC level. In 
fact, there are the EEC-ACP (EEC-African, Caribbean and Pacific Countries] 
agreements and also a certain number of agreements signed with Mediter- 
ranean Arab countries. 


At the Arab-African conference in Cairo, in 1977, I presented to the press 
my idea of a European-Arab-African association that would be organized ef- 
fectively with a conference of ministers, conference of heads of state and 
of government, and so on. 





This association is necessary for several reasons. Basically, there are 
historical reasons. Within the framework of the Pax romana, the Greco- 
Roman civilization was, in fact, a cultural association between Southern 
Europe, the Near East and Africa. Today, great humanistic biologists, 
like Jacques Ruffie and Jean Bernard, think that the notion of race is 
outmoded and that every great civilization is a biological, but especially 
cultural, crossbreeding. Therefore, in the past, Mediterranean civiliza- 
tions were the result of a cultural synthesis of Indo-Europeans, Semites 
and Africans. 


So much for the historical and cultural basis. But there certainly are 
economic reasons. Europe has science and, especially technology, but it 
does not have enough oil or enough raw materials, especially nonferrous 
metals that the Arabs and the Africans have. So much for economic soli- 
darity. 


There also are political-military reasons, strategic requirements. If, in 
fact, we picture the world's large geopolitical masses, what do we see? 
The Americas are 4 unit in process of organizi.g, regardless of whether 
or not the Europeans like it. Because they wili be unable to break up 

the natural relations existing between North Amer.ca and Latin America. 

In Asia, a solidarity is being formed between the the East Asian and the 
Southeast Asian nations. The Sino-Japanese treaty is characteristic in 
this respect. Finally, in my opinion, there is a third solidarity re- 
gion consisting of Western Europe, the Middle Eas. and Africa. More- 
over, Lenin is the one who said: “Whoever holds Africa, holds Europe." 


[Question] You have spoken of Western Europe. Does that not contradict 
other remarks in which you envisaged Europe from the Atlantic to the Urals? 


[Answer] I think that this does not contradict that. In due time, I ap- 
plauded the Helsinki agreements. And I think that the time will come when 
tension between Eastern and Western Europe will be a thing of the past, 
because the Russians are Indo-Europeans. I point out that I include Iran 
in this European-Arab-African association. I say, in fact, the Middle 
East with its Arabs, of course, but also its Israelis and its Iranians.

(Question) Coneretely, in which field can that kind of project be prepared 
on a priority basis? 


[Answer] It is necessary to start by making economic and cultural achieve- 
ments. I am thinking most particularly of a cultural project that we 
brought up during the conference of French-speaking chiefs of state and 

of government at Kigali. It would be a question a organizing a union of 
Mediterranean cultures. It is also possible to decide on the idea that you 
put forward of a European-Arab-African university. 


[Question] In a recent book ("Histoire du soldat" [History of the Soldier], 
published by Ramsay), Alexandre Sanguinetti states that a society without 
war would be a society ready to die. How do you, who are much attached to 
the notions of peace and dialog, view the role of weapons in the history 

of civilizations? 


{Answer} I think that war has never, ipso facto, brought a cultural pro- 
ject in itself. For example, the extension of Greek culture in the Medi- 
terranean was accomplished peacefully. On the other hand, its extension 
in Eastern Europe, Asia and Africa was made militarily. There was a time 
when Greek was spoken from Samarkand to present-day Sudan. But what is 
left of it? Peaceful colonization is what developed Greek culture in the 
western Mediterranean, and not colonization by arms. On the other hand, 
the Romans showed ruthless ferocity in their conquest of North Africa and 
that is the basic reason why the inhabitants received the Arabs so well. 
Roman culture then disappeared from North Africa. In short, I do not be- 
lieve that war brings civilization. War is the grave of civilizations. 


Going back still farther, to prehistoric times, the emergence of Homo Sa- 
piens is an event of biological and cultural crossbreeding. In the be- 
ginning, whenever two peoples met each other, they massacred each other 
down to the last man. Then, they continued to massacre the men, but took 
the women, and thus biological crossbreeding began. Cultural crossbreeding 
followed. Take note that all the first and greatest civilizations came 
into being around the land in the latitudes of the Mediterranean, that is 
to say in the places where whites, blacks and yellow races met. 


Love and crossbreeding, not war and genocide, are the only ones bringing 
civilization, because they bring life.

[Text] Even though President Senghor has the support of Senegal's three 
political groups, socialist, liberal, and Marxist, the experiment in democracy 
that he is carrying out there, although unique in French-speaking Africa, 
nonetheless leaves him facing a very delicate economic situation, a situation 
that follows closely on the heels of the civil disorders which erupted re- 
cently in Casamance. However, the Senegalese head of state seems to be more 
concerned with the cultural aspects of his regime, as is evidenced by the 
autobiography published this week by Stock, which takes the form of an inter- 
view with the Tunisian writer Mohamed Aziza. 


Our colleague, Jacqueline Piatier, met Senghor in Dakar, where he spoke about 
his preoccupation with education and culture, dominated above all by the 
effort “to prove the greatness of Black civilization by using the colonizers' 
own weapons.” This was also an occasion to examine African literature written 
in French, a subject which Jacques Chevrier treats in his panorama of the 

last three decades (see "Book World," pages 20 and 21). 


Dakar. A city of contrasts, the Senegalese capital illustrates in its own 

way the difficulties of a continent divided bewteen the coarsness and earthly 
concerns of peasantry and the modern, sometimes elite preoccupations brought 

on by Western influence. Intellectuals, merchants, politicians, priests, all 
share this teeming crossroads, dirty yet charming, neglected yet irreproachable, 
which gets its bazaar, slums full of unemployed, and intellectual center 
helter-skelter from the Riviera. 


This mixture could eventually lead to an explosion, as it could on the rest 
of the continent. But, for the time being at least, a certain stability ac- 
companied by a touch of indolence seems to have the upper hand over the in- 
creasing mood of frustration. 


This was seen in January, when the demonstration of high school students in 
Ziguinchor, the capital city of southern Casamance, degenerated into a riot. 
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lhe vandalism o! the unemployed and the ancestral beliefs of the students' 
mothers, who had gone to the “sacred woods" of Diolas for advice, added fuel 
to the fire of the students’ anger. 


Did the headmaster increase the number of fraudulent practices--which the 
ofttelals deny--or did he merely impose his whim, as certain others maintain? 
At any rate, the authorities, who had long been aware of the tension among 
the professors and students, let the situation deteriorate to such a degree 
that a local police agent ended the rioting in Ziguinchor by firing on the 
demonstrators, killing one youth and seriously wounding three others. 


The reaction was immediate: a national school strike, supported by the 
students at the University of Dakar. In a country which renewed its multi-party 
system in 1974, and where liberty is not an empty expression, the government's 
only recourse in repairing the damage was to use both a carrot and a stick. 

This it did in a most skillful way. 


in Dakar, gendarmes and mobil guards closed off the city, isolating the univer- 
sity campus, thereby preventing further disruptions. Meanwhile, the head- 
master of Ziguinchor was discretely silenced and. in all the other cities, 

the authorities met with the students' parents to remind them that their 
children were a "privileged class." 


finally, letting it be understood that the teachers--who make up the core of 

irAist resistance to the regime--had tried to take advantage of the situation, 
(he government backed the Sole Democratic Trade Union of Senegalese Teachers 
(SUDES) into a defensive corner, all the more cautious since its existence has 
only been authorized since 1976, and undoubtedly not ready to make a statement 
jeopardizing its status. 


Although calm was restored even before the reopening of the school buildings, 
(he events nonetheless had the cold shower effect here in Dakar. Merchants 
doubled and tripled their profit margins, thereby attesting to their lack of 
onfidence in the future. Even while he controls the political arena, Presi- 
lent Senghor must keep in mind the extra-parliamentary opposition which is 
u» in arms, notably against the poor management of an excessive beaurocracy. 
he former minister, Mamadou Dia, marked by his 14 years of prison, assures 
us that he foresees a "general failure," as well as the "fragility" and in- 
onsistence of the government. 


The opposition's analysis 


According to Mamadou Dia, “a provincial uprising was sufficient to discredit 
Dakar. The government has paid dearly for its neglect. When authority ends 
up yielding, it is always a dangerous sign. In reality, the Senghorian 
regime defends the interests of a national bourgeoisie at the expense of 
the masses. This is something that could have been avoided from the be- 
nning." As for Ndoye, the secretary general of the SUDES, he is threatening 
resort to “whatever means necessary should the government opt for illegal

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Even if one does not underestimate the weight of the leftist opposition, it 
does not seem to directly threaten a regime which has always known how to 
procure the solid support of the rural areas. Although he is Catholic, Presi- 
dent Senghor has always known how to keep close contacts with the Musulman 
chiets, and seems to be able to count on the faithfulness of a disciplined 

and well-cared for army. Worn out by what he has been through, Mamadou Dia 
does not seem able to assume the role of successor in the event of a crisis, 
and even though Senghor, who has been in power since the country's independence, 
still seems to be in good health at age 74, a succession problem could well be 
iminent. Although he has been able to retain a popular following, Mamadou 

Dia has nonetheless not been able to group a fragmented opposition around hin, 
and he seems to have lost his influence with the intellectuals, who play a 
rather important role, as well. 


Senghor has been able to take advantage of his adversary's divisions, all the 
while setting up certain political safegaurds: liberalization of the regime, 
sanctioned by the participation of three parties in the legislative elections 
of 1978; reinforcement of Abou Diouf's position during the last ten years 

as prime minister; Diouf has also been designated successor by the 1976 con- 
stitutional revision, and has been given more and more responsibilities by the 
head of state. 


Actually, while it is difficult to measure Islamic integration, the economic 
arena is where the drama of Senegal and its five million inhabitants is likely 
to be played out. In this western Sahel, condemned to annual crops of peanuts, 
millet and cotton, the nutritional deficiency has become chronic, and suc- 
cessive efforts at crop diversification have yet to succeed. Senegal imports 
two thirds of the rice it consumes and has a negaive balance of payments, in 
spite of progress in two of its industries: tourism (250,000 visitors per 
year) and fishing (300-400,000 tons caught). 


This year, in the vital sector of peanuts, the top export product, commercial- 
ization lags a little behind. At the end of 1979, a rather average harvest-- 
650,000 tons as opposed to 1 million in a good year--can be explained away 

by the lack of rains and a very meager distribution of fertilizer. The 
farmers’ debt has been calculated to amount to two thirds of the total harvest. 
fhe corruption of the agency in charge of commercializing this product merely 
helps to widen the gap between the farmer and the administration. Around 
thirty of its employees were arrested for embezzlement linked to cheating 

on the weights, for a tidy sum of 1 billion CFA francs. 


The country is faced with ills for which it has no cure. Its oil bill in- 
crease by 50 percent in 1980 over 1979. Only the price of phosphate, of 
which Senegal is a large producer, remains stable; the big Senegal River pro- 
ject--two dams and the irrigation of 220,000 hectares of land--requires con- 
siderable foreign financial aid. 


The exploitation of an oxidized iron mineral- 350 million tons of the mineral 
are being anticipated- requires yet several more years of study. Meanwhile, 

on the Senegal River, an injection on the order of some 4 billion CFA francs 

is received in money orders sent by the emigres in France. 
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President Senghor emphasizes the fact that, in spite of these obstacles, real 
progress has been made. "The deterioration in the lending rate has continued, 
From 1952-1972 it was 2.5 percent per annum and from 1974-1979 10 percent. 

Our oll= | million imported tons- will cost us 40 billion CFA [ranes this year, 
which ts a third of our budget. From 1960-1978 we suffered alne years of 
draught, during which we lost between one and two thirds of our harvest." 


"In spite of this," he continues, "the per capita income has jumped from 
$160-$420 during this same period; we have tripled the number of paid jobs; 
our agricultural production in irrigated fields went from five hundredweights 
per hectare to 40, with certain of them up to 80; French investments, which 
made up 85 percent of the total number of investments in 1965, are only 50- 
55 percent of today's total; hard surface roads went from 900km - 3,000km; 
industry made up 28 percent of the gross national product in 1978 as opposed 
to only 18 percent in 1960; salaried jobs have tripled; as for education, the 
number of primary students has increased itourfold, of secondary students ten- 
fold, of those in higher education thriteenfold, and the number of students 
receiving a diploma fifteenfold, 


Just what does an average annual income of 1500 francs mean? Does it not hide, 
as is so often the case in Third World countries, a large gap between incomes? 
As victims of the administration, doesn't the small peanut farmer increasingly 
‘cel that there are those in Dakar who are enjoying themselves at his expense? 
onghor himself spoke of reorganizing the "plethoric and disorganized" com- 

ial sector on 29 January, and requested a reduction in imports in order 
to limit a chronic commercial deficit and to try to refill the empty coffers 
of the State. 


Senegal has become a disquieting subject, in Paris as well, where its strategic 
importance is measured and an economic failure feared. While the opposition 
talks about a "soft dictatorship," President Senghor gives the impression of 
wanting to leave the running of things to others so that he might devote more 
time to the “cultural revolution" he has in mind. His attachment to the 
‘democratic process" of a country with an old administrative and university 
radition does not prevent him from accusing the extra-parliamentary opposi- 

n, which he did on 26 January, of "manipulating" schoolchildren and students 

| of threatening it with court cases. While such freedom is rather excep- 
tional south of the Sahara, the degree of liberty which the Senegalese enjoy 
cems especially threatened by the poor management of an inherently poor 
cconomy, a threat increased by the difficult problem of succession.

[Texc] A correspondent in Freetown outlines the first of two one-year investment 
programmes introduced to cover the period between the end of the First 


Five-Year Plan and the start of the next one in 1981. 


SIERRA LEONE has launched a 
Lei31.073m. Public Investment Pro- 
gramme for the fiscal year 1979/80, the first 
of two such annual plans to fill the period 
hetween the end of the first Five- 
Year National Development Plan 
(1974/75-1978/79) and the next Five-Year 
Development Plan which will cover 
198 1/82-1985/86 

The 1979/80 Plan allots Le20.553m., or 
15.7 per cent, to agnculture; Le0.42m., or 
0.3 per cent, to mining: Le3.878m., or 2.9 
per cent, to manufacturing; Le9.923m., or 
7.6 per cent, to electncity and water; 
Lel0.246m., or 7.8 per cent, to transport 
and communication; Le6S.3m., or 49.9 per 
cent, to tounsm and Le20.663m., or 15.8 
per cent, to public adnumistration and 
services. 

The appropnation, totalling Le65.39m., 
for the tourism sector, the largest allocation 
in the programme will go towards building 
hotels needed for the OAU. This includes 
conterence rooms, a new hotel — the Mamy 
Yoko — extensions to existing hotels and 
the OAU village. The estimated cost of the 
Mamy Yoko Hotel at 1978/79 prices is 
Le22.S5im.; the OAU village and 
Conference Centre, Lel4.139m.: the 
extensions to the Bintumani Hotel, 
Brookfields Hotel and Lungi Airport Hotel 


Le9.449m., Paramount Hotel Le2m. and 
the construction of the Cultural Village 
Le 100.000. A project for improvements to 
the Cape Sierra Hotel is allocated 
Le&88.000 outside the group of projects tor 
the OAV. 
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Most of the expenditure for the 
conference is financed through suppliers’ 
credits or contractor finance, and it is 
estimaied that the total cost of the required 
investment will be substantially more than 
the Le65m. allocation. In the mini-budget 
ot May 1979, which was introduced to raise 
additional revenue, government imposed 
levies on the tourism sector as follows: 72 
per centon all bed and breakfast, 5 percent 
on all full and half-board, 2 per cent on 
hotel training and | per cent levy on iand 
tour arrange ments. 

Of the planned Le20.663m. tor public 
administration and other services, 66 per 
cent will go towards health and education, 
health accounting for Le3.96m. and 
education, Le9.704m. 

For agnculture, 88 per cent of the total 
appropriation will go to the crops 
sub-sector. The Gambia-Mattru Oil Paim 
project, the Torma Bum Rice Development 
Project, the Rokupr Rice Research Proyect. 
the Sugar Cane Projeci, the Integrated 
Agricultural Development Projects in the 


Eastern and Northern areas and the 
Moyamba Integrated = Agricultural 
Development Project in the south, the Seed 
Muluplication Project Farm in Mahang are 
important projects in this sector. 

Other projects to receive allocations are 
the Project, Evaluation and Services Unit, 
the Mechanical Culuvation (Workshop) 
Project, the Extension Training Project, the 
Adaptive Crop Research and Extension 
Project, the Rice Milling, Marketing and 
Storage Project, the Livestock programme 
and Fisheries. 














Building highways is expected to absorb 
Leo44m. of the planned expenditure of 
Le10.246m_ for transport and communica- 
bon, with the Freetown-Waterioo urban 
road and the Makeni/Kabala = road 
accounting for over 50 per cent. Posts and 
telecommunications, civil aviation, 
meteorology and road transport will have a 
total appropriation of Lel.806m.

The satellite earth station, 
costing Le2.2m., has been installed at 
Wilberforce in the Western area and work 
on the Pan Afncan telecommunications 
network which will link Freetown with 
Monrovia to the south and with Conakry to 
the nor'n by microwave system, with an 
international switching centre, 1s under 
way. The Freetown Central network is 
rehabilitated and work on the 
condary telephone network which 
includes the extension of the link between 
Kambia and Samu in the north 1s also in 
progress 

Projects in the electricity and water 
sector include the Degremont Urban Water 
Supply Scheme for the provinces, acquiring 
electneity generatung units for the 
provinces, and the setting-up of a power 
station at Kingtom. 

Commenting on the Plan at a special 
launching ceremony at State House. the 
Minister of Development and Economic 
Planning, Dr. S. S. Banya, explained that 
planning only for the public sector does not 
imply that the private sector will have to

adopt a laissez-faire approach to economic 
development without specific objectives 
and goals. On the contrary, he said, through 
the implementation of government's fiscal, 
pncing and monetary policies, private 


investment will be channelled into

The planned expenditure of 
Le131.073m. is expected to be met by 
foreign sources (Le&85.873m.) and from 
domestic funds (Le45.2m.). The main 
sources of finance are expected to come 
from contribution from the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund; contribution from the 
Sierra Leone Produce Marketing Board; 
proceeds from PL 480 and _ other 
commodity sales; OPEC Special Fund; 
Agncultural Development Fund; internal 
borrowing (bank and non-bank) and 
external finance and assistance — bilateral 
and mulolateral loans and grants and 
assistance in kind. Total revenue is 
expected to be in the region of Le 183.7m. 

It is, however, likely that significant 
revisions will be made to the estimates of 
expenditure and revenue in the light of the 
stabilisation programme. Government has 
been negotiating with the IMF for a standby 
arrangement to cover the short-term 
imbalances. This arrangement ts important 
to government not only because of the 
financial accommodauon to be gained from 


the IMF itself. but also for the reactions by 
other organisations and bilateral donors 
contigent upon agreement with the IMF. 
These include reconvening the Pans Club of 
creditor nations for further consideration of 
rescheduling requirements on _ Sierra 
Leone's external debts. 

The government on its part, has instituted 
certain measures to control the difficult 
monetary situation. Issue of import licenses 
has been made more restrictive and an 
additional levy has been imposed on 
imports with effect from September last 
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veur The machinery for price control has 
heen reorkanped, while action has been 
taken to haut the expansion of credit to the 
public an private sectors, the tax structure 
has been rationalised, and the OAU summit 
conference expenditure is being limited to a 
ceiling of Le 100m 

if government ts able to restore stability 
in ity own accounts, this will no doubt 
provide the necessary basis for longer-term 
development, policies supported by 
sanplomentay fiscal and monetary 
policies.

IRAQI MILITARY AID--Beirut, 14 Mar (AFP)--Somalia has asked for, and 
conditionally got, "important military aid" from Iraq--provided it 
announces officially at the next Arab summit its refusal to grant any 
military facilities in its Berbera base, it was reported here today. 

The leftist AL-SAFIR Lebanese newspaper, citing Arab political sources 

in London, said Somali President Mohamed Siad Barre had reportedly asked 
his Iraqi counterpart Saddam Husayn for this aid. In particular, Somalia 
wanted Soviet-made tanks, plus spare parts for its MiG fighters, the 
newspaper said. It added that Saudi Arabian leaders who recently met the 
Somali president told him Saudi Arabia preferred to maintain border 
regions on the Red Sea outside international conflicts. These leaders 
had agreed to provide Somalia with important financial aid and had 
expressed their concern over the Soviet presence in the Red Sea which 
they believed could be reinforced if the United States installed itself 
in Somalia. On Monday this week, President Barre said Somalia would 
never accept foreign military bases on its territory. But American 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown said on Wednesday that Somalia was one 

of three countries--plus Kenya and Oman--which had granted the U.S. the 
right to use their ports and military bases to assure the defence of the 
oil sea route.

REFUGEES IN BURULI SAID TO NUMBER 40,000

[Text] About 40,000 people have taken refuge in Buruli county on the 
drought stricken shores of Lake Kyoga following a clash between the 
Langi and the Baruli living in Lira and Apac Districts. 


The clashes started on April 13, 1979, one day before a similar conflict 
broke out between the Sebei and the Bagisu in eastern Uganda, rendering 
more than 7,000 homeless. 


The refugees in Buruli have scarcely any food, leave alone the saucepans 
for preparing it. Otherwise the subcounty chief there has given them land 
for farming. But no farming is possible in this drought-stricken area 
where cattle feed virtually on soil itself. 


The deputy minister, rehabilitation, Dr Rev Kefa Sempangi visited the af- 
fected areas last Thursday. He was accompanied by the deputy minister of 
agriculture, Mr Sam Mugwisha and the renresentative of Luwero District in 
the NCC, Mr Byekwaso-Kasolo. 


Sempangi commended the subcounty chief of Lwampanga for giving land to the 
displaced families and promised to send them relief aid as soon as he gets 
it. 


He also appealed to the international community to give things like food, 
soap, milk, and saucepans. "The problem is too big for us alone, he said. 


The Baruli first migrated into Lira and Apac Districts as early as 1898 to 
avoid getting killed in the battle between the British and the allied for- 
ces of Kabaka Muwanga of Buganda and Kabalega of Punyoro. 


On his way to Lwampanga where he addressed the refugees, Sempangi stopped 
at Kabugo forest project to see where Amin's thugs used to dump the bodies 
of men he slaughtered in his eight-year barbaric rule. 


Some 1,000 skulls are said to be lying in the 4,000 hectare forest. We 
saw three lying in one spot alone. 


The flesh was gone. Only their hair, bones and clothes remained. 
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CONFLICT REPORTED IN MUSLIM COMMUNITY

[Text] Efforts to bridge the gap between the conflicting forces in the Mus- 
lim community have so far yielded no positive results. In fact indications 


are that the gap might be growing even larger as the differences become, 
deeper. 


At a meeting of the orthodox Executive committee of the Uganda Muslim Su- 
preme Council held at Mukwano Hotel over the week end, it was resolved that 
a General Meeting of the Council be convened on February 9 to decide whether 
to endorse the present leadership or to elect new leaders in accordance 

with the UMSC constitution of 1972. 


Apparently, the meeting was held at Mukwano Hotel because the offices of 
UMSC were locked despite an earlier agreement between the two warring fac- 
tions that a meeting would be held there to iron out differences. 


A spokesman of the Executive said after the meeting that the appointment 
of an 18 man committee by Prince Badru Kakungulu was null and void since 
he had no authority to do so. Im any case, all the present leaders are 
holding office unconstitutionally therefore they have no mandate to act on 
behalf of Uganda Muslims. 


"We are ignoring all the machinations of the Kakungulu clique. We have de- 
cided to convene a General Meeting on February 9 at which representatives 
from all over the country will decide whom they want to lead them," the 
spokesman said. 


He recalled that a meeting was held on January 9 between the two parties 
in the civil case contesting the appointment of the present leaders and it 
was agreed that another meeting would be held on January 20 to finalise 

an out of court settlement. 


“Instead of waiting for the meeting, Prince Kakungulu chose to act unilater- 
illy by appointing a committee without any consultations--and then decided 
to lock us out of the Supreme Council's offices," he complained. 


‘We cannot allow one man to dictate to the Muslims who should lead them. 
We do not mind if the present leaders are properly elected at the General 
Meeting on February 9. All we want is a constitutionally elected leader", 
he said.

SERIOUS RIFT REPORTED IN MINISTRY OF HEALTH

istry"] 


[Text] There is a policy tug-of-war in the Ministry of Health, according 
to information unearthed by the WEEKLY TOPIC Investigation Desk. The evi- 
dence suggests that the unfortunate "contest" is between Health Minister 
Prof Sebuwufu and some of his top advisers in the Ministry. 

As the "contest" rages on, one prominent "casuality"” has been reported-- 
Dr E. G. N. Muzira, Permanent Secretary and Director of Medical Serivces, 
who has been sent on "forced leave". Apparently, Dr Muzira's stance over 
the Minister's healty policy earned him the unsolicited leave on the ground 
that he was “obstructine” in the execution of his duties. 


The health policy, drawn up vy Prof Sebuwufu, without consultations with 

even his Deputy, Dr Rugunda, and his Permanent Secretary is [not] realistic and 
does not address itself to the main causes of morbity and mortality in 

Uganda and takes little account of the country's financial situation. This 
explains why it was rejected by a meeting of Health experts that included 
senior staff at the Ministry's Headquarters, the Professor of the Public 

Health experts that included senior staff at the Ministry's Headquarters, 

the Professor of the Public Health Institute at Makerere the Dean of the 
Makerere Medical School, and representatives of the Protestant and Catho- 

lic Medical Bureaus. 


WEEKLY TOPIC has information to the effect that the meeting expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the policy drawn up by Prof Sebuwufu and appointed a com- 
mittee, headed by Prof V. L. Ongom, to draw up a more realistic policy. 

The committee's findings were handed to the Minister but indications are 
that they were relegated to the dust-bin of waste products. 


Despite the efforts of so many experts to persuade the Minister to change 
the policy, he has admantly persisted in purusing it with its wrong priori- 
ties. 
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For example the Minister is understood to have already signed a "letter of 
intent" to purchase 20 mobile clinics, 10 medical clinics, 10 cold stores, 
10 mobile dental clinics, six warehouses, 10 training centres, 12 housing 
units and 12 blocks of flats. 


This was done without the authority of the Central Tender Bourd yet some 
of the money (shs. 16,570,729) has already been paid to Rockline Company 
by the Bank of Uganda. 


There is evidence that orders for drugs were made on the instructions of 
the Minister without going through the Central Tender Board and that the 
Minister virtually took over the work of the Chief Pharmacist and his pur- 
chasing Officer. He insisted that the drugs should be bought from certain 
companies, such as Kaprios Ltd and Rockline International and ignored ad- 
vice that it was cheaper to buy drugs direct from manufacturers of interna- 
tional repute. 


Apparently, the Minister has also ignored suggestions that it may be cheaper 
to buy raw materials and manufacture some of the drugs locally or buy manu- 
factured drugs and do the packing in Uganda. 


In any case, one things is certain. Health experts are convinced that the 
Minister is holding the wrong end of the stick. 


It is understood the Minister is fascinated by the idea of a mobile health 
service which he considers "revolutionary". Apart from the fact that there 
is nothing revolutionary about mobile health services in Uganda, mobile 
clinics are very expensive to buy, difficult to maintain, and they need 

good roads and specialised personnel. They are just not the ideal thing at 
this time when money is scarce, the roads are so poor, and there is a short- 
age of trained manpower. 


it is a commonsense view that the idea of buying mobile health vans while 
there are no drugs and ambulances, while beds in hospitals are broken, 
and essential hospital equipment is missing is patently unrealistic. 


it is equally unrealistic to order six warehouses to be created at Mulago 
for the storage of drugs when there are no drugs to store. As one doctor 
put it: "What Mulago needs now is not a new drug store, but sufficient 
quantities of drugs and an efficient system to manage them." 


jealth experts also consider that the idea of building 20 new District 
Hospitals is not the priority of the moment. According to them, priority 
should be given to the renovation of existing hospitals and health units 
throughout the country. 


it would be more realistic to improve facilities at the existing hospitals 
such as the water supply without which no surgical operation can be under- 
taken and toilets cannot be flushed. 


vertainly, there is a need for the Minister to take another look at his 
health policy and bridge the gap between him and his colleagues both in the 
ministry and the profession.

a standstill or operating at minimal capacity? Has the common man been bur- 
dened with the heavy taxes announced in the recent budget only to pay for 

the luxuries of a few individuals in Government? 


Fortunately, it is not too late for the Government to save its face. They 
can auction the benzes at Mombasa and use the proceeds to buy something 
more sensible.

FPV EXPLAINS OPPOSITION TO BUDGET 
Ouagadougou L'OBSERVATEUR in French 27 Dec 79 pp 1, 6-8 


[Text] The National Assembly recently adopted the Upper Voltan budget for 
the year 1980 in the amount of 40,123,035,000F by 31 votes pro and 26 votes 
con. Indeed, as our readers know, the UNDD [National Union for the Defense 
of Democracy] and FPV [expansion unknown] groups voted against it. As is 
also common knowledge, the groups were not allowed to clarify the reasons 
for their vote. In the following text forwarded by the FPV, that party 
explains its motives in voting. 


The subtitles appearing in the text are by our editorial management. 


Within the framework of the national budget analysis, the role of Parliament, 
as we see it, consists in: 


--In the name of the people, allowing the drawing of financial resources from 
the nation's economic powers; 


--Redistributing the resources thus drawn so that the budget may be a true 
instrument for regulation and promotion of economic activity, and a factor 
of social justice. 


Those were the guiding principles when the FPV evaluated the 1980 budget 
proposed by the government. 


Generally speaking, we did not note any central policy in this budget draft. 
It is truly like a casing stuffed with anything at all, without any firm 
conviction and without any concem for creating something meaningful. It 
should not surprise us, therefore, if the sausage thus obtained is far from 
appetizing, or if it does not contain the nutritive value sufficient to 
breathe into our economy the vitality that we are entitled to expect from 
responsible government. 


The budget analysis was in excess in the revenue column, particularly in the 
area of door taxation, and poorly organized as far as expenditures were 
concerned, particule 'y in the area of personnel. 
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The increase by 3,419,504,000[F], or 9.5 percent between 1979 and 1980 
remains a mystery, since in 1979 our economy seemed to lean towards stagnation, 
if not regression, 


In the absence of an economic report--for which we have been clamoring 
unceasingly--how can we hope that this regression will not go on into 1980? 


Our budget structure has remained at once archaic and incomplete, archaic 
hcause it has been repeating the same categories, without adjustments; 
incomplete insofar as a sizable portion of resources is outside parliamentary 
control. A case in point ts that of the portion of CEAO |West African 

Economic Community] profits which is directly transferred into the operation 

of certain inter-African organizations. Another case is that of RAN 
|Abidjan-Niger Railway] profits that are directly reinvested by that company, 
another has to do with the profits made by certain national public institutions 
of an industrial or commercial nature. 


[. The IFR and Cattle Tax 


In the area of revenue, we have pointed out in vain that the standard 
estimated income tax |IFR] and the tax on cattle were not justified (and 
that, therefore, they erected a wall of misunderstanding between the 
administration and the population), and that they could be eliminated and 
made up for in many ways. 


here is a belief among some people--who have made no bones about it--that 
our request to eliminate the standard estimated income tax and the cattle 
tax is nothing but a demagogic and electioneering ploy. When the prime 
minister reduces the standard estimated income tax by 100 francs (more 
yenerosity was expected from a self-styled secretary general of "7" million 
izricultural workers), indeed, when the prime minister reduces the IFR by 
100 frances through a simple statement during a political rally, or through 
a mere radio release, without any sign of a compensatory measure, it is 
neither demagogic nor electioneering...on the other hand, when deputies 
propound eliminating that same tax, with some concrete proposals for 
compensation, it is demagogic and elect ioneering! 


for the cattle tax, we could not express a strong enough condemnation of 
s unfair and antieconomic nature: unfair because it is not connected with 
payment for any service but rather with a capital tax restricted to that 
ector only; antieconomic because it is a contributory factory to the exodus 
f our cattlemen. 


in the area of expenditures, there is cause to regret the gap separating 
strictly operating expenses (personnel and materiel in the amount of 68.3 
percent), on one hand, and expenses of a productive nature (public works-- 
equipment and investment--amounting to 24 percent), on the other hand. 
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ll. Overestimates 


The administration swallows up élmost everything, through its inadequately 
enumerated personnel, Where thet personnel is concemed, the number of civil 
servants and salary estimates are, to put it simply, inaccurate. Working in 

a commission, the factual truth could not be established through the ministries’ 
proposals and those adopted by the Cabinet Council. 


Thus we are at a loss to explain the salary increase in the amount of 
519,059,000 francs for the personnel of the Ministry of the Interior. The 
salary increases obtained in 1979 by that ministry, plus the integration of 
police officers and of the CRS [Republican Security Companies] hardly account 
for 100 million francs. What then do the other 419,059,000F represent? 

Are they underhandedly trying to have us hire a militia? Or [does this 
involve] the famous 400 million F indispensable fortheterritorial community 
elections announced last year by the minister of the interior? Why all this 
secretiveness towards the deputies? 


In tact, officially, nowhere do we see a budgetary entry in preparatio. ‘or 
those elections. 


let us note in passing that the Ministry of the Interior, with 2,171,690,000[F], 
or 10.5 percent of the personnel budget, is experiencing a 31.4 percent rise 

in relation to 1979. This is too high. Om the subject of the Defense 

Ministry last year as well as this year, the deputies were not favored with 

an itemized, detailed [list] of expenditures for personnel, materiel and 
equipment. The personnel of the Defense Ministry absorbs 17.4 percent of the 
total 1980 budget. In relation to the totality of personnel subsidized out 

of the national budget, defense personnel alone represents 34 percent. 


At the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, we have discovered that the 1979 projection 
voted by the Assembly left an available fund of 127 million in 1979, ora 
projection error of 23 percent in excess. Such errors in overest imating 

have amounted to 29 percent in higher education, 35 percent in the field of 
health, and 90 percent in community expenditures for personnel. 


In all, the overestimate on the totality of personnel amounts to 2,022,831,054F, 
or practically 5 percent of the budget thus capitalized, while that sum 
could have been voted for equipment or some other project. 


All this is disturbing and stems purely and simply from a brazen attitude 

and total disregard for the public good, as we do not even know the number 

of our civil servants here in Upper Volta. This, by the way, is the reason 

for the uneasiness of the FPV parliamentary group which suggested establishing 
an investigating committee on the civil service personnel of the Upper Volta 
nation--the budget was voted without even bothering to establish that committee. 
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lll. The Five Categories 


We are also forced to analyze budget figures in order to discern government 
policy. In the absence of a clear direction, this was our only recourse. 
Thus, by arranging the institutions and ministries according to the services 
they provide, we have obtained five categories. The analysis is based on 
personnel expenses, that is to say, 51.7 percent of the budget. 


The first category of government agencies includes the Presidency of the 
Republic, the prime minister's office and deputy ministers, the secretary 
general of the government, the National Assembly, the Supreme Court and 
lustice [Department] and Foreign Affairs. This category receives 6.3 percent 
of the personnel budget. 


The second category includes two ministries: Interior and Defense. Those 
two ministries absorb 46.5 percent of the personnel budget, which already 
accounts for 51.7 percent of all expenditures. 


The third category, which includes the economic agencies: Rural Development, 
Commerce and Industry, and Environment and Tourism, only accounts for 8.9 
percent of the personnel budget. 


The fourth category is made up of the services labeled "tools for development." 
‘ney are Planning and Cooperation, Finances, Public Works, Postal Services 
lelecommunications, and Information. They receive 7.7/7 percent of the 
rsonnel budget. 


ve fitth category is made up of the Social Welfare services, indispensable 


upports for development. Those are the services that physically, intellectually 
nd morally sustain man so that he may produce more and better in a peaceful 
ciety. They are indispensable prerequisites to the development of man and 


society and include: Health, National Education, Higher Education and 
ientific Research, Youth and Sports, and Social Affairs. They receive 
‘8.7 percent of the personnel budget. 


in odd oversight was the fact that even our security is connected with our 
ealth and with our intellectual and civic progress. 


are surprised, particularly where our students are concerned, that no 
.dget provision has been made to respect the amount of 1,400 FF or 70,000 
-AF as set by France for African students admitted into its territory. 


iil on the topic of expenditures, the fourth heading, Bee tquant and Invest- 
ent, is ridiculously small: 10.7 percent. That title almost never has any 
ractical applications, since, with a purposely inflated budget, the collected 

venue is just sufficient to cover the above-mentioned expenses. 


ould point out that, where this heading is concerned, the nation's 
sence of geopolitical vision is clearly evident through this 1980 budget 


rait. 
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IV. The BIAO Loan 


In the area of the national debt, how could we keep from worrying about that 
’} billion france loan from the BIAO [International Bank for West Africa] at 
the t[righttul rate of 15 percent? We also wonder about the reason for such 
al rate, 


Indeed, upon examination of the total foreign indebtedness of the nation as 
mentioned in the 1980 budget draft, we notice that the interest rate for loans 
reaches an upper Limit of 6 percent (loans from CCCE [Central Fund for 
Economic Cooperation]). The only higher interest rate (11 percent) is in 
connection with the government's bill surety to the Chamber of Commerce for 

a 450 million loan from a local bank. This is why we repeat our question: 
why such a rate? 


Starting in 1980, our nation will have to pay 450 million in interest for 
this 3 billion loan. The deferment being only of 1 year, with a total 
repayment period of 5 years. Upper Volta will have to pay more than 1 
billion CFAF, interest and capital, starting in 1981. By going through the 
BCEAO [Central Bank of the West African States] and according to the terms 

of article 14 of the statutes of that institution, our country could have had 
credit at a 4 percent interest rate. But, for that purpose, it would have 
been necessary to prove that our financial situation is healthy. 


Our Assembly should be concemed with finding out whether it is. 


So why this loan under such costly conditions? We have been told that the 
credit was destined to finance the blacktopping of the Hounde-Sakoince 
highway and for our country's participation in the reopening of the Poura 
mine. We asked in vain what was the extent of that participation; equally 
futile was our search for the Poura entry in the 1980 budget draft. 


As for the Hounde-Sakoince highway, our attempt to bring attention to the 
duplications was also in vain (once again, said to say). Indeed, under the 
heading “National Debt," we already find in the budget draft: 


|. Page 39: construction of the Hounde-Sakoince highway, loan from the 
ADF-ADB, credit agreement dated the (?)=2,048 million CFAF at 0.75 percent; 


2. Page 44: loan for the Hounde-Sakoince highway construction project 
(credit agreement No 101-P of 16-11-78=510 million at 0.75 percent); 


’. Page 46: initial financing for the Hounde-Sakoince highway infrastructure 
work, Hounde-Bobo (agreement dated 3-7-79)=the famous 3 billion at a 15 
percent rate. 


Once again, why that loan, and what is the estimated cost of the works for 
the Hounde-Sakoince highway? 
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Where is the policy inherent in the 1980 budget plan? 


In facet, as no valid guideline was noticeable among the tigures of the current 
budget, the various actions, instead of being consistent and balanced, are, 
rather, isolated and tenuous. 


As for the budget of the National Assembly, a major portion of the deputies 
still look upon it as a mystery this year. No satisfactory reply was received, 
for instance, to the questions we asked on the rate of remuneration paid to 
managers, department heads, secretaries and domestic personnel. 


V. Special Funds 


Where special funds are concerned we simply wish to point out that an : 
ordinance provides them only for the president of the Republic, and that, 

in this regard, neither the president of the National Assembly nor the prime 
minister are entitled to it, except through an amendment to that ordinance. 

fo our knowledge, no such modifying legislative text has been examined by 

our assembly. Thus we can only express our strongest reservations, both with 

respect to the entry of 50 million for the prime minister's office, and to 

the 12 million entry for the assembly. 


Finally, Mr President and dear colleagues, we can only deplore the irrespon- 
‘ibility shown at certain times in the conduct of our debates, transforming 


at semi-circular arena into some sort of circus. 
In view of all that, could one really support that budget? 
m 24 April 1979, where the government was concerned, the prime minister 
declared: "Our nation's financial policy must be revised in order to turn 
uur tinancial institutions into true incentives for our development. ' 
fisewhere in that same speech concerning the state of the nation, th prime 
inister stated: "With regard to government agencies, it is urgent that 
we control their proliferation, eliminate those which are not economically 


ound, unify statutes and benefits, and increase the efficient control of 
management through mandatory filing of an annual financial statement in order 
_ have a guarantee, should the occasion arise, of their active participation 
financing certain projects in the national interest." That same prime 
_nister, in that same speech, declared in these very words: "In conclusion, 
regarding our economic balance sheet, it seems urgent to implement a fiscal 
icy that would include seeking the ways and means to help our nation secure 
iirm income, adequate to finance our operations, without at the same time 
fliecting too much hardship on the taxpayers and consumers." 


President of the National Assembly, dear colleagues, we looked in vain 
rough this 1980 budget draft submitted to us, for the realization of those 
ood wishes and good intentions (hell is supposed to be paved with them). 








Having gained a clearer view and better perspective of things, we state that 
we could do better, much better. Extraordinary results could be achieved 
with resources that, although modest, would be well managed and well invested. 
Upon examination of that budget, it is immediately evident that the resources 
have been neither properly invested nor ably managed. 


This year again, our budget has indeed been prepared and submitted without 
yuidelines and strewn with dark areas. This is why we regretfully had to 
withhold our assent from the 1980 budget, and to vote against it.
